Power, unleſs timely prevented by ſtrong Alliances 
and Confederacies, addreſs'd his Majeſty a ſecond time 
on the 6th, and thereby repreſented, © How highly 
* ſenfible they then were of what they owed to Al- 
mighty God for the great Deliverance he had wrought 
* for them by his Majeſty ; they were highly ſenſible 
© of his Mercies in preſerving him hitherto, in ſo ma- 
ny publick and private Dangers to which his ſa- 
* cred Perſon had been expoſed : And they hoped the 
* ſame Providence would carry his Majeſty through 
© the great Work (which ſeem'd reſerv'd for him) the

* taining the Balance of Europe. Thar all rrue Engliſh 
Men, ſince the Decay of the Spaniſh Monarchy, had 
ever taken it for granted, That the Security of their

On the ſame Day, they ordered the Officers of the 
Ordinance to lay before them an Eſtimate of the 
Charge of the Ordinance for the Land Forces for 
1702. as alſo an Account of the ſeveral Regiments, 
Troops and Companies then in Treland, and the Num- 
ber of Soldiers in each of them.

But for all this ſeeming Reſolution in the young

Elector Palatine, and the Dutcheſs Dowager of Or- 
leans ; we ſhall premiſe a few Words concerning 
it before we come to recite the Act it ſelf: And here 
we are to obſerve, that Philip, late Duke of Orleans, 
for his Second Wife, having married in 1671, Elizabeth 
Charlo:te, only Siſter to Charles Lovis, Elector Palatine ; 
and the ſaid Elector happening to die without Iſſue, 
whereby the Succeſſion of the Palatinate fell to the 
Collateral Line of the Houſe of Newburg, the French 
King ever after pretended a Right his Siſter-1n-Law 
had to ſome Lands in thoſe Territories, according to 
the Cuſtom of the Empire, and made the ſame Good 
with a Vengeanee, in the Year 1688 and after, rill 
the Peace of Riſwick, by which it was agreed, this 
Matter ſhould be regulated by Commiſſioners on both 
fides; and if they could not agree, then the Emperor 
and the French King were to decide it; and upon their 
Failure it was totally left ro the Umpirage of the Pope. 
Now, the Dutcheſs of Orleans being at the ſame time 
— by the ſaid Treaty to do nothing Via Facti to 
vindicate her pretended Right, for which the Elector 


was to pay her yearly the Sum of 200000 Livres, till 
her Prerenfions were adjuſted, the Time ſpun our rill

As for the Cavalry they were ſo diſpoſed, that the 
Lieutenant- Colonel of the Regiment of Lorrain, with 
Four Captains, Five Lieutenants, Four Cornets, Five 
Watch -Maſters, Fourteen Corporals, and 223 Ma- 
ſters ſhould lead the Van, and ſhould be follow'd by 


a Lieutenant-Colonel of the Regiment of Taff, with 
325 Horſe under their Officers, with the Kettle-Drums, 
and Six Standards of the Regiment. Next them the 


Major of the Regiment of Lorain, with a like Num- 
ber of Officers, Horſe-men, Standards and Kettle- 
Drums ; and theſe were follow'd by rhe Major of the 
Regime nt of Newburg, with the reſt of the Regiment, 
Standards and Kettle- Drums; and laſtly, Paul Diack 
brought up the Rear, with the reſt of his Huſſars. In 
this Order they began to march an Hour before Night 


toward Cremona, with all the Silence that could be. 


The iſt of Febr. the Princes Eugenius and Commerei, 
and General Staremberg got within a little Italian Mile 
of Cremona, where they waited for the Troops, which 
becauſe of the unſeaſonable Weather and bad VVays, 
did not all arrive till about Break of Day; at what 
Time they began to prepare for the Surprize of the 
City after this Manner: The Major of Geſ/chwind's 
Regiment, with the Lieutenant who command the 
25 Grenadiers, the Carpenters and Smiths of his A- 
partment, were to march with all poſſible Silence, 
and take that VVay to the City which his Guide ſnould 
ſhew him: And being got into the City through the 
private Paſſage, they were to keep themſelves con- 
teal'd till the Lieutenant. Colonel of Haberſtein's Re- 
giment, and the Major of Lorain's were entred into 
the City alſo. Then all Three were to ſeize the 
Gate, put the Corps dy Guard to the Sword, _ 
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Far the Major of Geſchwind's Regiment o- 
pen d St. Margaret's Gate, after he had put the Corps du 
Guard to the Sword, and ſeveral more of the Fench 
that came out of their Caſerns to their Relief. Haber- 
ſtein's Lieutenant-Colonel did the ſame; but becauſe 
he could not find the Governour's Houſe, he poſted 
himſelf in anqther Poſt no leſs advantageous. The 
Gate thus open, the Count of Merci rode in a full Gal- 
lop to the Po Gare, where the Enemy had planted 
Cannon to defend a Fort on the other fide of the Ri- 
ver; but Lieurenant-Colonel Scherzer could not arrive 
ſo ſoon with his Men. All the Cavalry being thus 
t in, except that of Newburg, and Paul Diacłs Huſ- 
ars, ſcour'd the Streets, and made themſelves Maſters 
of all the Piazza's and great Streets in the City. The 
Regiment of Newburg and Diack's Huſſars ſtay d with- 
out the City, to beat the Roads, and prevent Eſcapes. 


In the midſt of this Conſternation the Enemy rallyd 
together in Four Parts of the City, eſpecially the 
Iriſh toward the Tower, called Po Tower, and the 


French near the Caſtle-Gate, barricadoing themſelves 
in almoſt all rhe Houſes, Convents and Streets in thoſe 
Quarters. Nevertheleſs, the Germans perform'd Won 
ders, killing and raking Priſoners all they met. Mar- 
ſhal Villeroy, General of the French Army, hearing the 
Noiſe, went our into the Street, and was taken Priſo- 
ner, as he was rallying ſome of his Men, with an In- 
iention to have retir d to the Caſtle, together with the 
Marquis of Crenan, Lieutenant-General, and a good 
Number of other Officers. 

Bur in regard the Triſb had their Quarters near the 
Po Gate, and for that Liceurenant-Colonel Scherzer, as 
already has been ſaid, could nor arrive ſo ſoon as 
was expected, by reaſon he was to cut his Way thro 
with his Sword, the Count of Merci was fo to re- 
treat, and poſt himſelf about Fifty Foot from the Iriſs. 
So that it being impoſſible to force the Gate, the Count 
of Brayer was ſent to Prince Thomas of Vaudemont to ha- 
ſten his Paſſage over the River. But neither Pontons 
nor Barks ſufficient were at hand, which was the reaſon 
the Infantry arrived too late, and wearied alſo by the 
Harſhneſs of the Weather, 12 Badneſs of the Ways, 
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poſt themſelves at the Gate, as alſo upon the Ram- February. 
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February. which made it impoſſible ro accompliſh the Deſign. 
on the other fide, they could not take a greater Num- 


ber of Men, ſince they would have raiſed a Jealouſie 
in the Enemy, ſeeing that according to the Confeſſion 
of Villerryy himſelf, they were already inform'd, that 
there was ſome Deſign upon Cremona, Beſides that, 
it would have been 1mpotiible for the Imperialiſts to 
have kept their Ground in a City where the Enemy was 
almoſt treble to the Number of the Aſſailants, and 
Maſters of one part of the City and Citadel td boot. 
To which we may add, the freſh Succours which they 
might have brought in a little time from their Garri- 
ſons round about. | 
However, if we confider the Action as it paſs d, we 
mall find it a difficult Thing to meet in the Annals 
of foregoing Centuries an Action of this Nature, where 
the Imperialifts met with ſo many Difficulties which 
Way loever they rurn'd themſclves. The Enterprize 
could no longer have been delay'd, begauſe the Enemy 
had begun to raiſe a Counterſcarp where the City was 
to be ſurpriʒ d. Bur notwithſtanding all theſe Diſap- 
pointments, from Day-break till onward in the Night, 
there was nothing ro be ſeen but Fire and Blood, and 
the greateſt part of the Germans were forc'd to charge 
Seven or Eight Timcs, a Thing almoſt incredible, and 
hardly to be parallelFd in any Hiſtory in the World : 
So that it was high time to retreat, the Cavalry leading 
the Van, and General Staremberg bringing up the Infan- 
try; which was done flowly and in good Order, to the 
End the Enemy might have no Opportunity to make 
any Attempt upon them. | | 
About a Mile from rh# Town, the Prince made a 
Halr till all the. Troops were come up. As for the 
Loſs which the Germans ſuſtained in this Enterprize, 
the greateſt was of ſome- brave Officers, the Count of 
Leiningen, Licutenant-Colonel Freibergen, with Two 
Captains of the fame Regiment. Among the Wound- 
ed were the Count de Merci, and the Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel of Haberſtein's Regiment, who was ſo dangerouſly 
mortified, that he was left behind in the Town, and 
Count Detrichſtein, who was on the other fide of the 
Po with Prince Thomas of Vaudemont, had one of his 
Legs fhor off, and ſince died of his Wounds. As for 
the Number of Common Soldiers, we do not 1 
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above 500 were miſſing in all, which were at firſt Februgry, 


ſuppos d ro be killed, or taken Priſoners. But that 
Number dwindled almoſt into 250, when the Germans 
that were left behind in the Town, ſome drunk, 
ſome ſtraggled from their Colours in Hopes of Booty, 
came ro be pick'd up, and to be exchanged for ſo 
many French Priſoners. 

As for the Loſs of the French, by all the Letters from 
Cremona, giving the Venetian Senate an Account of the 
Action, it appears, thar they had above 2000 Men 
ſlain, and 200 Officers (among whom was the Mar- 

uis of Crenan, Licutenant-General, and a very good 
fficer, and 400 Soldiers taken Priſoners, though this 
(doubt) is ſomewhat exaggerated : To which we 
may add the Captivity of a Marſhal of France, and 
General of rhe Confederate Army ; which being thrown 
into the Balance, will weigh down the Loſs of ſome 
Thouſands of common Soldiers. | 
The French, indeed, were in ſuch a Conſternation 


upon this ſurprizing Adventure, that they quitred all 


their Poſts upon the Oglio with ſo much Precipitation, 
that they left rhe greareft part of their Ammunition 
and Proviſion behind them, after which Prince Thomas 
of Vaudemont took Buſſeto, a fortified Town in the 
Dutchy of Placentia, where he made 200 French and 


Iriſh Priſoners. Various Rumours there were now of 


the Germans, being frequently in Motion, and deſign- 
ing ſome new Nh which tkey might give out 
on purpoſe to amuſe the Enemy; but they contented 
themſelves with the Blockading of Mantua, while the 
French King, or rather Madam Maintenon, muchmor- 


tified at the Kidnapping of her Favorite Villeroy, now. 
carried Priſoner into Germany, ſent the Duke of Ven- 


doſme to command the Army in his ſtead, whom we 
ſhall leave ro purſue his Journey, and only now, before 
we proceed to further Matters, inſert the following

The Pope would fain, indeed, ſecure 
Parma and Piacenza to himſelf, and to that Purpoſe 
the Legate of Ferrara ſent to acquaint Prince Eugene, 
That he had taken thoſe Two Places into his Protecti- 


Troops thither, defired they might not be moleſted 
in their March. To which the Prince anſwer'd, That 
he had a great Veneration for the Pope, and that his 
Forces ſhould meet with no Diſturhance from him; 
hut he look d upon thoſe Two Cities, as Places belong-

ving taken all neceſſary Precautions to have Intelli- 
gence of the Motions of the Enemies, as well in the 
Parmeſan, as in the Cremoneſe, if they paſſed the Oglio. 
All the Night before the iſt of February paſs'd with- 
our receiving any Intelligence. By the Break of Day 
I heard ſome Shooting upon the Left-hand of my 
Houſe, and at the ſame time one of my Lacquies en- 
ter d my Chamber, crying our, That the Germans 
had got into the City. I got my ſelf ready with all 
Speed, ſent for a Horſe, and hearing the Firing en- 
creaſe; and come nearer and nearer my Quarters, I 
made no longer Queſtion bur thar we were betray'd, 
and that the firſt Thing the Traytors would do, 
would be to come to my Lodging; whereupon, be- 
fore I took Horſe, I gave Order for the Burning all 
my Cyphers and Papers, which was faithfully per- 
form'd. I order'd the Captain of my Guard to go to 
one of the City-Gates, not above 100 Paces from 
my Houſe, to ſtrengthen that Poſt, not imagining 
that the Enemy could be got into the City, but only 
ſome Aſſemblage of the Rabble, who thought to ſeize 
upon ſome one of the Gates to let in the Germans, 
ow finding my ſelf to be the moſt early ready in 
the Houſe, I ventur'd out alone upon my Horſe, and 
rode full ſpeed to the Piazza, as being the Place where 
I] was ſure ro find moſt Soldiers mer together, and 
where I might moſt ſpeedily rally my Men, and ſe. 
© cure ſome confiderable Poſt : From thence ;I flew to 
the Eſplanade, or levell'd Way, where, according to 
the general Order, ſeveral Companies of Foot and 
Troops of Horſe were to rendezvous upon the firſt 
* Alarm. Berween my Houſe and the Piazza's I found 
the Enemy croffing the Street on my Lefr-Hand,

Bur an Officer in a red Coat, of the 
Regiment of Bagui, threw himſelf upon me, and af, 

ter he had ſeiz d me, with a great deal of Struggling, 

brought me our of the Crowd, where I was bur in a 

bad Condition. He thought he ow'd that ſpeedy 

* Succour which he gave me to my Habit. Some few 

* Minures after we were attack d, but feebly, there be- 

ing no Officers at the Head of the Soldiers. But af- 

ter they were retreated, the Officer who had ſeiz d 

me, knowing who | was, carried me into the upper 

* Corps du Guard, where he was very diligent to reco- 

* yer me from the Piſorder wherein he found me : 

And, indeed, I muſt give him his Due, and com- 

mend him fer the Care he took of me. I rempred 


him with conſiderable Offers, provided he would have 


given me my Liberty, and ſuffer me ro have made 


my Eſcape. But he would never liſten to any ſuch 
Thing; and I muſt teſtifie the Truth in his Behalt

I ſaw M. Crenan arrive there wounded, and ſome 
© other of our Officers that had been taken by the Trea- 
* chery of the Inhabirants, who had delivered them 
t up to the Enemy: Ar length, about Two a Clock in 
the Afternoon, they carried me to VUſtiano. 

This is all that I can ſend ro your Eminency of 
my own particular Knowledge of what paſt in Cre. 
mona, as well in reference to the Action in general, 
* as what concerns my Perſon in particular; for after 
© I was taken, I receivd no News from any Body. I 
know not how the Treachery began, nor how the 
Enemy was driven out of the City. All that I know

rope would hardly be able to make Head againſt him. 
Therefore, to oppoſe it in time, they ought to ſpare 
for no Fatigue, nor Expence of Strength or Forces:

That every one ought to be preſerv'd in his Proper- 
ty, in Peace and Honour; and that they ought b

* Breakfaft was only a Diſh of Chocolate, without any 
Water init, unleſs it were when he was Coſtive. He 
© has been wonderfully indefatigable in all his Exer- 
© ciſes, whether in Hunting or in the Field of Battle. 
* He was never muzh inclin'd to Swearing ; for, in 
© his moſt violent Exerciſes, and even in the hotteſt 
© Time of the Summer, he never uſed ro be incommo. 
. ded with Sweat or Thirſt, eſpecially for theſe laſt 
. © Twenty Years. Conſidering the Tenderneſs of his

his Appetite might have been ſtrengthen d by nou- 
riſhing Medicines. The Purges that his Majeſty took 
had no Effect upon the Swelling ; as being rather a- 
ſtringent and heating, than proper Hydragoga. As for 
his Majeſty's Cough, he has had it for ſeveral Years, 
and both his preſent and future Health requires the 
Continuation of the Evacuation made that Way. The 
moſt dangerous Symptom is the Swelling of his Legs 
and Thighs; which, conſidering his Weakneſs, his 
continual Fatigue, and the Neceſſity of Expectoration, 
is not to be cur d by violent and weakning Medicines, 
ſuch as moſt Purgatives and ſtrong Diureticks are; be- 
ſides that he goes naturally ro Stool thrice a Day, 
which is ſufficient to carry off the ſuperfluous Cru- 


dities, and at the ſame time cautions us to take care of 


throwing him into a mortal Looſeneſs. Strong Diure- 
ticks are acrimonious and corroſive, and occaſion both 
Thirſt (the worſt of all rhe Symptoms in this Caſe) 


and an Obſtruction of Flegm, by Virtue of rhe Diver- 


ſion His Majeſty ought to continue the Diet that he 
has been long accuſtom'd to ; and pray God continue 
his good Appetite. In ſuch Caſes I have ſeen won- 
derful Effects from the moderate Uſe of ripe Fruit,

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March. ſuch as Pepins, Seville Oranges, Malaga or Genoua Ci 
V trons, Strawberries, Cherries and Currants, Sc. for 
they promote the inſenſible Tranſpiration, and above 
all fortifie the Digeſtion of the Stomach. I wou'd ad- 
viſe his Majeſty ro walk on Foot as much as he cat 
and that only in the Morning, and in the Afternoon 
before Sun-ſet. As ſoon as he comes within Doors, I 
would have his Majeſty to throw himſelf upon a Bed 
for half an Hour or an Hour before he eats, and cover 
up his Legs; for the Legs being warm'd all over by 
Exerciſe, the obſtructed Blood will have a freer Circu- 
lation in that Poſture. To leſſen the Swelling in his 
Legs, let his Majeſty take an Ounce of the Tinctura 
Sacra thrice a Week. If the Swelling be obſtinate, 
purge him once a Month with Pills of Confectio Hieræ, 
Extractum Rudii, and the Juice of Liquorice diſſolv d 
in Roſe-water. On thoſe Days in which his Majeſt 
does not uſe the Tinctura Sacra, T recommend the Uſe 
of the following Electuary, as being very proper for 
redreſſing the Conſtitution of the Body. Take of the 
Conſerve of Hips, 3 Ounces ; Cochineal, finely pre- 
ared and ſifted, a Dram; Spirit of Vitriel, a Scruple; 
hite Sugar-Candy, an Ounce; Spirituous Water of 
Mead-ſweet-Flowers, half a Dram, mix. If his Ma- 
jeſty nauſeates the Electuary, he may take in the room 
of it Morning and Evening a Glaſs full of ſimple 
diſtill' d Worm-ſeed or Rue- water, with a little Sugar; 
or of the Infufion of Worm: ſeed or Rue in Spring- 
Water, with a little Weniſh- Wine. As for the Cold-

his Gums are diſorder'd, and his Teeth looſe, that his March. 
Reſpiration. is difficult, and that a Laffirude and In- 


diſpoſition for Motion affects him. This Swelling 
ſeems to derive its firſt Original partly from his Ma- 
jeſty's ſitting at one Time above 40 Hours on Horſe- 
back in his Boots, which weaken'd the Spring of the 
Fleſhy Parts of his Legs; and partly from the weak Diſ- 
poſition of his Blood, which 1s over-run with crude and 
watery Humours. We attribute this Depravation of his 
Blood to a Cough above 30 Years Standing, which 
by a copious Expectoration has robb'd it of a great 


part of the nutritious Juice; to his conſtant Fatigues in 


the Field; and to his immoderate Love of all ſorts of 
Fruit and watery Food. Twas always our Opinion, 
that ſuch Medicines are moſt proper for him, as 
cleanſe without infeebling, and reſtore the natural 
Warmth and Vigor of the Blood. In the End of the 
laſt Decemb. finding his Majeſty's Appetite flat, his 
Thirſt troubleſome, his Cough encreaſed, his Com- 
plexion pale and ſickly, and his Legs ſwollen, which 
after Swaddling fell in ſome Meaſure in this difficult 
Cafe, we preſcrib'd ſome Doſes of the Cream of Tar- 
tar, in order to call up his Apperite, and remove his 
Thirſt 3 but in regard that his Majeſty had an Averſion 
to that Medicine from his Infancy, we afterwards ex- 
hibired ſome Drops of Elixir Vitrioli in Six Ounces of 
the German Spaw. water, together with Ten Ounces 
of the ſame Water ſoon after, to be taken every Morn- 
ing for the Space of a Week. In a ſhort rime this Pre- 
ſcription remov'd all the foremenrion'd Symptoms, 
excepting the Swelling of his Legs, for which we then 
preſcrib'd Antiſcorbuticks, and eſpecially Steel. Ha- 
ving obſery'd, that upon the drinking of the Spaw- 
water his Majeſty voided a greater Quantity of Urine, 
and drank a thrice leſſer Quantity of ſmall Beer (which 
we reckon'd much more pernicious than that Water) 
we adviſed his Majefty to drink more of it; upon the 
Apprehenſion that ſince his Appetite continued, his 
Thirſt decay d, and the Paſlage by Urine was ſufficient, 
it would remove, or at leaſt put a Stop to the Swel- 
ling. Bur the Swelling Kill encreaſing, we turned to 


Diureticks. 
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Beſides the joint Conſultation above- mentioned, 


pr.. Lawrence gave in one by himſelf; which was ta 


this Effect. ä 
I am fully perſwaded, that his Majeſty's Illneſs is a 
Scurvy, though not accompany'd with all the Symp. 
roms that frequently appear in that Diſtemper; for all 
the Phyſicians _ that the Looſeneſs of the Teeth, 
the Pain and Waſting of the Gums, and the Swelling 
of the Legs, are Retainers to the Scurvy. Tis well 
known, there are Two kinds of the Scurvy. One hap- 
pens at Sea, and is occaſion d by ſalt Food, which 
commonly infers an Aſthma, livid Spots upon the 
— and Thighs, high colour d Water, ſwollen Legs, 
and a Wearineſs in all the Members. In this Caſe the 
acid Spirits and Juices are generally approv d. The 
other kind happens when the Blood is weak and poor, 
by reaſon of the Deficiency or Suppreſſion of the Spi- 
rits, which produces undigeſted Chyle, that inſtead of 
Blood turns into Flegm and windy Water, unfit 
or Nouriſhment, In this Caſe we ſteer a quite diffe- 
rent Courſe, and preſcribe ſuch Medicines, as promote 
the Digeſtion of the Stomach, warm the Blood, en- 
liven the Spirits, and fortiſie the Fibres of the Body. 
The laſt of theſe I take to be his Majeſty's Caſe; and 
purſuant to that thought, have humbly adviſed him 
to the Uſe of the Extracts of Wormwood and Cen- 
taury, made up into Pills with prepar'd Steel, toge- 
ther with the Volatile Antiſcorbutick Waters. I can- 
not but take Notice of his Majeſty's conftant Uſe of 
Sugar with all his Fruit; for next to Salt tis the great. 
eſt Encourager of a Scurvy ; and for that Reaſon I 
wiſh his Majeſty would abſtain from Sugar, and eat 
no Fruit but when they are full ripe, and that in a 
moderate Quantity. The Swelling of his Legs re- 
nires a peculiar Regard. I am of the Opinion, that 
their fleſhy and muſculous Parr being now weaken'd 
and unbended, ſo as to become ſpongy, cannot be re- 
inftared in their due Firmneſs by internal Remedies. 
Upon the firſt Increaſe of this Swelling, his Majefty 
was adviſed ro ſwaddle and gently ro compreſs his 
Legs; but that ſtruck the Swelling above his Knees, 
and ſo twas left off, Fomentacions, in this Caſe, are

Beſides the Conſultations . given in by the Engliſh 
Phyſicians ; there were ſome drawn up by thole in 
Holland: Particularly, Dr. Libergen, Phyfician at the 
Hogue, gave a ſeparate Memorial, which was to this

His Majeſty's Cough and Aſthmatick A 
proceeded not ſo much from the Weaknels of his 
Lungs, as from the natural Indiſpoſition of his Midriff; 
the Veſſels of which, eſpecially rhe Neryes and Lym- 
pheducts, being too narrow, cramp the Courſe of 
their Juices, and conſequently the Motion of the 
Midritf : When this impriſon'd Matter is ſet at Liber- 
ty by the natural Heat, the Spirits have a freer and % 
brisker Paſſage through the Nerves; and accordingly . 
his Majeſty has been in a manner quite free of 515 
Aſthma theſe laſt Ten Years, and I have had ſeveral 
Aſthmatick Patients, who after the 5oth or 6oth Year 
of their Age, have been freed from their Diſtemper. 
This gives me Ground to hope, that his Majeſty will 
grow to a healthier State than before, eſpecially con- 
ſidering, that his Conſtitution is otherwiſe very hail, 
purſuant to the Memorial given in upon that Head. 
I always thought, that a moderate Uſe of ripe Fruit, 
freſh gather d, was proper for him; for that ſort of 
Food qualifies the Chyle and the Lympha, and pre- 
vents their running into viſcous groſs. Particles, which 
occaſion many Obſtructions. . As for his Majeſty's 
drinking bortled Beer, and Liquors cool'd in Ice, I 
muſt ſay with Hippocrates, that an unwholeſame Diet, 
recommended by long Uſe, is preferable ro uncuſto- 
mary Things. I know ſeveral Inſtances of People, 
that upon a ſudden Departure from cuſtomary Irre- 
gularities have fallen into great Diſorders : So that I 
would not adviſe his Majeſty to alter his Cuſtom upon 
that Head. I approve of his taking Chocolate in the 
Morning; and I take his indefatigable Exerciſes, and 
Indiſpoſition to ſwear, for a Sign of a ſtrong Conſti- 
tution. As for his Majeſty's Gough and copious Spit- 
ting, I would not have it ſtopp'd, in Conſideration 
that he has been accuſtom'd to that Evacuation from 
bis Infancy, and that the diſturbing of it may pccafio 
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A Compleat HISTORY of Eukope, 
a worſe Evil. I can give many Inſtances of Perſons] 
that for Thirty or Forty Years, and upwards, have 
been troubled with a "Cough, and have arriv'd at a 
ripe old Age, by Virtue only of a regular Diet and 
way of Living, and now and then the Uſe of ſome 


gente and proper Medicine. I have found by long 
xperience, that in Chronical Caſes, the ſimpleſt Me. 


dicines are the moſt ſucceſsful ; ſuch as 5 or 6 Grains of 


Extractum Catholicum, or a ſmall Doſe of the Creamof 
Tartar, and the Uſe of ſome cordial and laxative 
Wine, Purgative and Diuretick Medicines, and, in- 
deed, all other ſtrong Evacuaters, are (to my Mind) 
improper for his Majeſty; for, as Hippocrates has taught 
us, in all Evacuations, whether Natural or Artificial, 
if ſuch Things be carried off as nouriſh and ſtrengthen 
the Body, the Patient is injur'd ; bur if only ſuch 
Things be evacuared, as by reaſon of their Intempe. 
rature and Corruption require Evacuation, then the 
Patient is eaſed and ſtrengthened. Accordingly we 
find that his Majeſty's natural Evacuations have en- 
titled him to a continued Courſe of Health. If there 
be Occafion for carrying off the Crudities of the Sto- 
mach or Inteſtines, ler the Operation of the Medi- 
cg no further, thar the whole Body may not be 
di 'd. The chief Indication in this Caſe, is ro 
keep up the Temperature and Tone of the Viſcera, for 
which end I recommend only a Medicinal Wine, im- 
pregnated with the Roots of Elecampane, Zedoary, 
Angelica and Gentian ; of the Herbs Carduus Bert- 
dictus, Leſſer Centaury, Southernwood, Horehound, Sage 
and Marjoram; of the Seeds of Anis, and Cretan Car- 
rots; and of Cocheneal. A Glaſs of this Wine may 
be drank juſt before Meals. In the Morning before 
his Majeſty takes his Chocolate, may he pleaſe to 
take 25 or 30 Drops of the Tincture of the Salt of Tar- 
rar in an Ounce of Mint-water; which I have found 
very beneficial, for it not only corrects the Intempe- 
rature of the Juices, but likewiſe fortifies the Viſcera.

Now, the Blood and other Juices being thus 
render d cold, wateriſh and faint, the ſolid Parts muſt 
have leſs Vigor and Firmneſs, which gives Occaſion 
to Defluxions, ſometimes on one Part, and ſometimes 
upon another. Hence ſprings the Swelling of his Ma- 
jeſty's Legs, the . of his Teeth, and the 
Bleeding of the Gums ; which in time may be follow d 
by a Dropſie. His Majeſty's ſitting Forty Houcs on 
Horſe-back in his Boots bas contributed much towards 
the Swelling of his Legs, as well as his conftant Fa 
tigue in the Field, and the Uſe of moiſt and over- 
cooling Drink and Victuals. In this Caſe, we muſt 
think of Means to lefſen the Serofiry, invigorate 
the Blood and Juices, animate the Spirits, and — 
the Parts. To this End we recommend a fortifying 
Medicinal Wine, which may be a little diuretick, and 
only laxative; for his Majeſty having 2 or 3 Stools a 
Day naturally, we are of the Opinion, that all ſtrong 
Evacuations, of what ſort ſoever, are dangerous. The 
Wine may be made thus. Take of the Roots of Horſe- 
Radiſh, an Ounce; Roots of , Elecampane, half an 
Ounce ; Baum and Trefoil, of each a Handful ; Cen- 
taury and Scurvygraſs, of each 3 Handfuls ; Carrot- 
Seeds, Nettle-ſeeds, and Cirron-Peel, of each 3 Drams; 
Rhubarb 2 Ounces. Infuſe all in 40 Ounces of Rhe- 
niſn-Wine, of which his Majeſty may take 4 or 5 
Ounces, twice a Week in the Moining. For daily 
Ule give the following Mixture. Take Mint-water 
and Diaphoretick-water, of each 3 Ounces; Spirit of 
Nitre, dulcified, half a Dram; Confection of Hya- 
cinth, 2 Drams, Syrup of Maiden-Hair, half an 
N Ounce.

In order to diffipate the ſerous Humouts 
in his Legs and Thighs by inſenſible Tranſpiration, 
his Majeſty may take early in the Morning half a 
Scruple of the Bezoar-Stone, with 5 Grains of the 
Bezoar-Mineral, Tis likewiſe to be confidered, whe- 
ther it may not be of uſe ro rake now and then an 
Ounce, or an Ounce and half of the Infuſion of Steel 
in Malmſey Wine. The Tincture of Tartar is alſo uſe- 
ful. In the mean time, Care muſt be taken that the 
Expectoration be not hindered, for fear the Oppreſſion 
of the Breaſt ſhould return. While the above-men- 
tion'd corroborating Medicines are made uſe of, let all 
Purgatives be carefully avoided ; for they deſtroy all 
the Benefit accruing from {rhe other, as Dr. Sydenham 
has well obſerved. As for external Application, with 
Reference to the Swelling of his Legs and Thighs; 
let the Parts be ſtroak d in the Morning with a warm 
and ſoft Hand, dropping upon it a few Drops of the 
Queen of Hungarys Water, or the Spiritus Matricalis, 
This will help to preſerve the natural Heat, and 
ſtrengthen the flaggy muſculous - Fibres. To prevent 
the Increaſe of the Swelling, he may ſwathe his Legs, 
or wear laced Stockings Pech above and below the 
Knee, Confidering that his Majeſty is now more ſen- 
fible of Cold than before, we would adviſe him in the 
cold Seaſon to have his Breeches lined with good = 
liſh Lamb-Skins. As for his Diet, we wiſn he wo 
be pleaſed heedfully to abſtain from all moiſt Food, 
and cold Drink, eſpecially that cool'd in Ice.

= . peror, by his Admonitory Letters, required them to 
deſiſt, as being prejudicial to the Empire, and contra- 
ry to their Duty. But they ſtill perſevering in their 
illegal Practices, the Elector of Hanover and the Duke 
of Zell were order d to break into their Territories, 
and conſtrain them by Force of Arms to quit their Al- 
liance with France, and return to their real Intereſts, 
Who ſo well managed their Affairs, that they ſur- 
iz d Peyna, ſeized a whole Regiment of Horſe, 
block d up Brunſwick and MWolfenbutel, and at length 
brought em ro a Compliance, whereby their Troops 
were to be taken into the Emperor's Service, and 
Duke Rodolph Auguſtus, the eldeſt of the Two Brothers, 
was to take the Adminiſtration of the Government in- 
to his own Hands. This was a good Point gained by 
the Dutch and their Allies, and much of it muſt be at- 
tributed to the late King of England, who, a little be- 
fore his Death, had ſent the Earl of Albemarl into Hol. 
land, to concert this and other Matters relating to the 
Siege of Keyſerwaert, of which more in its proper Place: 
But we are here to remember, that the Queen of Eng- 
land, beſides what ſhe had ſo well and wiſely done 2X 
the ſatisfying of her own Subjects, in ſuch a Conjun- 
cure, was not unmindful of her Allies, and therefore 
wrote the following Letter to the States-General, to 
confirm them in their Reſolutions, with Orders ro her 
Envoy, Mr. Stanhope, to deliver it to them.

But neither his calm nor his rempeſtuonus Words 
could prevail; for that all the Circles, except the 
Circle of Bavaria, in the Name of their Principals, 
fign'd an Authentick Writing, by Virtue of which

HFaving no farther Occaſion to in Britain, 
we ſhall repaſs the Seas again; and if through the 
Netherlands we paſs into the Electorate of Cologn, we 
ſhall find the War begun there about the Middle of 
this Month. The Siege of Neiſerſwaert had been con- 
certed by the late King of Great Britain (ome. time 
before his Death, in order to which he ſent the Earl of 
Albemarle into Holland, in February, who returning but 
a few Hours before his Majeſty's much lamented Exit, 
the King could give no further Orders therein, and 
therefore it was deferred till now. But before we en-

Keiſer. t is a Town below Duſſeldorp, on the Rhine, and did 
reer de- belong to the Elector o Cologn, very mean, but well 
ſcribed. fortified. It had a broad Ditch, very regular Fortifi- 
cations, and high Walls, facd with Brick, as alſo the 
Counterſcarp, which was in very good Condition. 
This Town was firſt mortgag d to Adolph, Duke of 
Cleves, by Charles the Fourth, Emperor of Germany. 
Gerard, Duke of Cleves, Brother ro Adolph, (old it to

* * Anno 1399. And in 1466. it was finally, with Biel- 
Zap ſtein and Frederburg, confirm'd to them, in Exchange

ſeared on the North of the Rhine, Six German Miles 
beneath Cologn to the North-Weſt; and the fame Di- 
ſtance from Gulick, or Fuliers, to the North. The 
French poſſeſs d themſelves of it for Cardinal Furſtem- 
burg, in 1688, but the late E. of Brandenburg (now King 
of Pruſſia) re- took it in the Year 1689. and delivered

Next Day the Beſiegers were employ'd in raiſing

ſent to ſupport them; then they charg'd the Enemy 
ſo vigorouſly, that after the Fight had laſted half an 

Hour, with great Firing on both Sides, the French 

were forced to retire with Precipitation, leaving a 
reat Number of dead and wounded Men upon the 
lace. The Priſoners the Beſiegers took on that Oc. 
caſion, ſaid the French, who made this laſt Sally, were 
1400 ſtrong, moſt Grenadiers, (of whom 400 got into 
the Town the Day before) and that 300 Pioneers 
were to follpw them, with a Defign to filk. up the 
Trenches, and ruine the other Works, but that they 
met with ſo ſtout Reſiſtance, that they could not put 
it in Execution. That the Garriſon conſiſted of 
Eight Batallions of Foot; and that they had loſt many 
brave Officers, and a great Number of Soldiers, ſince 
the Beginning of the Siege. The Regiments of Miſehe 
and Strahnaver ſuffer d the moſt in theſe Two Sallies, 

in which they had about 300 Men kill'd and wound. 
ed. Among the Slain were reckon'd a Major, 'T'wa 
Captains, Four Lieutenants, Two Enfigns, and One

» grant- 
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granted him by the Emperor Charles V. not only as May. 
* he was Emperor, but in Quality of Lord Paramount 
* of the Countries and Provinces, in which the moſt | 
* confiderable part of the Prince's Eſtate was fituated : 
And the Diſpoſitive Clauſe of Settlement in the ſaid 
Will runs thus: | 
And if it ſhall happen, that we ſhould depart this Life 
without leaving any lawful Iſſue then already born, or in Ap- 
arance to be born; or that ſuch Tſſue ſhould die without 
Legitimate Heirs of their Bodies lawfully to be begotten in 
Marriage ; that then, and in ſuch caſe, we have provided 
and ordained, and do hereby provide and ordain, the eldeſt 
Son of our good Lord and Uncle, by the Father's fide, my 
Lord William, Earl of Naflau, who ſhall be ſurviving at 
the Day of our Deceaſe, without lawful Tue, to be ſole and 
univerſal Heir or Subſtitute, upon Default of our ſaid Iſſue. 
And if ſuch eldeſt Son, after having entred upon our Inheri- 
tance and Succeſſion, ſhall die without Lawful Heir or Heirs, 
that then the ſecond Son of our ſaid Lord Earl William, 
ſhall ſucceed to him; and for Default of ſuch ſecond Son, 
then the next Male Heir: And for Default of Male Heirs, 
to the next Female Iſſue of our ſaid Lord Earl William. 
Aud upon the Failure of both Male and Female Line of the 
ſatd Lord Earl William, we will and ordain, That all our 
ſaid Eſtates, Principalities, Fiefs, Lands, Lordſhips, 
Rights, Titles and Right of Suit, for, or concerning any 
Lord or Lordſhip whatſoever, and in whatſoever Province 
hing, ſhall dev:lve upon, and appertain to the next Heir 
Male, who ſhall then be deſcended from the late Earl John 
de Naſſau, and Dame Elizabeth, Landgravine of Heſſe, 
deceaſed, our late Grand-father and Grand-mother, by the 
Mother's ſide. 
That by Virtue of this Settlement, all the Inheri- 
* rar.ce of Prince Rene was reſtrained in the Family by 
a General Truſt, eſtabliſud upon the Right of Elder- 
* ſhip, in this Order, Firſt, Thar if rhe Teſtator ſhould 
die without Iſſue, (as he did) The eldeſt Son of Wil- 
* liam II. Earl of Naſſau, that is, William the Great, 
* firſt Prince of Naſſau-Orange, and his lawful Heirs, 
* without Diſtinction of Sex, ſhould ſucceed him. Se- 
* condly, Thar after them the Teſtaror nominared, the 
« ſecond Son of Earl William, the Brother of Milliam 1. 
which was John, Earl of Naſſau. From whence it 
Vas moſt eyidenr, That this Earl ohn of - Naſſau, and 
. . a «© his 
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May. his Poſterity, would have no Title to the Succeſſion, 
wyw © while the Heirs and Deſcendants of Milliam the 

Great were yet living. Now, it was notorious, that 
Frederick, King of Praſſia, was Great Grandſon to 
NMilliam the Great, allied to him in a direct Line, and 
in the ſame third Degree with the late King of Great- 
Britain, of Glorious Memory. And thus his Ma je- 
* ſty barr d and excluded all the Poſterity of Earl Fovr. 
© Thar, in the Third place, Prince Rene, for Default 
© of the ſecond Son of Earl William, called to the Suc- 
* ceflion, his next Male Heir. That, Foarthly, For 
Default of ſuch Male Heir, the next Female Iſſue of 
Earl William. And that, LH, Upon the Failure of 
both the Male and Female Line of Earl 17:am, the 
© Teſtator named to inherit, the next Heir Male, who 
* ſhouldthen be deſcended from the late Earl Fohn de 
* Naſſau, and Dame Elizabeth, Landgravine of Heſſe, 
* deceaſed, his Grandfather and Grandmother by the 
Fathers ſide. 
That this Teſtament, though clear and expreſs in it 
« ſelf, and ſpecially privileged alſo, as being the laſt 
Military Will, made in an Expedition, and at a Time 
© when the Teſtator actually bore Arms in the Em- 
© peror's Service, was farther confirm'd by the Em- 
* peror Charles V. in the Life-time of Prince Rene, 
And by the Act of Confirmation of Wardſhip, grant- 
© ed in Behalf of the Prince Milliam I. That the ſaid 
* Teſtament was allo acknowledged in the Treaty of 
© Peace made at Creſpi the 18th of September, 1544. 
between the Emperor Charles V. and Francis]. Kin 
of France, in Conſequence and Execution — 
* Francis quitted the Seizure, and all other Pretenſions 
to the Principality of Orange to the Uſe of the Uni- 
verſal Heir, appointed by the Will of Rene de Chalon, 
Prince of Orange, immediate Heir ro Prince Philibert. 
That, in fine, it was confirmed in the Treaty of 
Peace, concluded at Caſtle Cambreſis the 3d of April, 
15 59, between the Kings of France and Spain, in Fa- 
vour of Prince William: So that if ever any Teſta- 
ment in the World was valid, and ſupported by 
N Acts and Treaties, that of Prince Rene 
was lo. 
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der of Succeſſion eſtabliſhed in his Family by Prince 
* Rene, having made his Will (by Virtue of the Ofory 
* obtained of the ſame Emperor Charles Y.) bearing 
Pate the 11th of Auguſt, 1544. at the Camp before 
* Theroanne, which he after opened and review d, con- 
* ſenred ro and ratiſicd, the 16th of Auguſt, 1557, in 

* the Campof King Philip II. before Sr. Quintin. 
That by this Will Tilliam the Great appointed, 
in the firſt place, his eldeſt Son ro be his Heir Uni- 
« yerſal, leaving the younger Sons and Daughters (be 
they one or more) a Rent of 10000 Florins ; and 
that in caſe he left none but Daughters, the eldeſt 
was to be Inheretrix upon the ſame Terms, That if 
* he ſhould happen to die without lawful Iſſue, he ap- 
« pointed that Brother of his ſole and univerſal Heir, 
* who ſhould be (at the Time of his Deceaſe) the el- 
deſt Son living of his Father Earl Millian II. To his 
* Brother ſucceeding and leaving no Iſſue, the Teſta- 
tor ſubſtituted the Second, and fo on, as long as any 
* Brother remain'd, and for Default of them, the next 
Male Heir, and for Default of a Male, the next Fe- 
male Iſſue of his Father Earl Milliam. That now, 
though the Princes Phili-Miliam and Maurice, the 
eldeſt and ſecond Sons of Milliam I. had broken this 
Order of Succeſſion and perpetual Truſt, eſtabliſned 
upon the Right of Elderſhip by Prince Rene, and con- 
* firmed by their Father iam I. By their ſeveral Te. 
ſtaments, the one made at Bruſſels the 2oth of Februa- 
* 79, 1618. and the other at the Hague the 13th of 2 
1575. The firſt haviag ſubſtituted to the Male Heirs 
« of his Brothers, the Princes Maurice and Frederich- 
* Henry, the eldeſt Son of Earl John de Naſſau, his Un- 
cle by his Father's fide, and after him his Heirs Male, 
* ſubſtituting ro them the other Sons of the ſaid Earl 
* Fobn, And that the ſecond, viz. Prince Maurice, ha- 
* ving ſubſtituted to his Brother Frederick Henry, and 
* to his lawful Heirs and Deſcendants, his Couſin 
* Erneſt Caſimir, third Son of Earl Fchn de Naſſau, and 
for Default of him, his right Heirs and Deſcendants. 
* However, theſe Settlements could be of no Force, 
* as being directly contrary to the above-mentioned 
* Teſtament of Prince Rene, who gave the Inheritance 
to Prince William I. with the Condition and Reftri- 
M 3 ction 
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That Prince William the Great confirmed this Or- May, 
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ction of a Truſt Univerſal, eſtabliſhed by Right of 
Elderſhip. In the firſt place calling, as aforeſaid, 
the ſaid Prince William I. and his Heirs to the Suc- 
ceſſion; who on his part followed the ſame Order 
in his Will, preferring, according to the Courſe of 
Nature, his own Heirs and Deſcendants to thoſe of 
his Brother, So that while the Heirs of P. Milliam J. 
were living, the Prince Philip-Milliam could not take 
away a Right acquired by Preference, and the ex- 
preſs Diſpoſition of Rene, who firſt founded the Truſt; 
neither could he, in Prejudice of this Diſpoſition and 
Right ſo acquired, nominate the Son of Earl John to 
ſucceed, who deſcended not from the Princes of O- 
range. That it might be offered, perhaps, that the 
Teſtament of Prince Philip-Milliam ought to have 
its Effect, in regard to the Eſtate of his Mother Ann 
d' Egmont, Counteſs of Buren, who was no way con- 
cerned in the Will of Rene, To which they anſwer- 
ed, That the ſaid Prince had his Hands alſo bound 
up in the Will of his Mother, made ar Breda the 18th 
of October, 1554, in Conſequence of an Ofory of the 
Emperor Charles V. and the Conſent of her Husband 
Prince illiam. That in this Teſtament ſhe ſubſti- 
tured to her own Children the ſaid Prince her Huſ- 
band, giving him, during his Life, full and entire 
Poſſeſſion of her Eſtate: And that if he ſhould have 
Children by a ſubſequent Marriage, that thoſe Chil- 
dren ſnould have the whole Property of all the E- 
ſtate of the Teſtatrix, of which ſne made them a full 
and general Donation for ever, declaring them her 
true and rightful Succeſſors; always provided, That 
if among ſuch Children there ſhould be Two Sons, 
the ſecond only ſhould enjoy the Eſtate. 
That this ſecond Son of the latter Marriages of 
Prince William the Great, was known by all Men to 
be rhe Prince Frederick Henry, Grandfather to the King 
of Pruſſia, and who, after the Death of Prince Philip, 
ought to have been the ſole Heir of the entire Suc- 
ceſſion of the Counteſs of Buren. That therefore it 
was a frivolous Objection, That Prince Frederick- 
Henry ſuffered his Brother Prince Maurice to enjoy the 
Inheritance during his Life, ſince that Prince never 
marry ing, and Federick being ſole Heir, his Intereſt 
could receive no Prejudice by it. What they op 
* poſed 
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poſed farther, was of as little force, That the Coun- 
tels Anne de Buren, diſpoſed the Settlement conditi- 
onally, and in caſe her Children ſhould deceaſe be. 
fore their Father; for this Condition reached only 
the Father, and the Uſufructuary Poſſeſſion granted 
to him for Life: And it was ro be underſtood, Thar 
in caſe the Counteſs Anne's Children had ſurvived 


their Father, his Sulſtitntion muſt have ceaſed. But 


as to the Second Caſe of Subſtitution, it would have 
ſtill continued in reſpect of the Iſſue of Milliam I. by 
his latter Marriage, particularly in the Perſon of 
Prince Frederick Henry, on whom the Inheritance of 
the Counteſs Anne ought to devolve, as ſhe expreſly 
determined, out of the Affection ſhe bore to the Po- 
ſterity of her Husband, in caſe her own ſhould fail, as 
it did in effect, the P. Philip William, leaving no iſſue. 
That the ſame Nullity appeared in the Teſtament of 
P. Maurice, who had no more Power than his elder 
Brother, to break through tlie Settlements of the 
Princes Rene and Nilliam I. his Father, or that of the 
Counteſs Ann de Buren, being wholly bound up and 
reſtrained by their laſt Wills, as well as the Suſtitu- 
tion of his elder Brother, if that might take place. 
Thar beſides, Prince Maurice had only a bare Ofory 
to ſubſtitute and appoint for one Degree only, and 
though his Teſtament might be otherwiſe Valid, as 
in Reality it was not, his Subſtitution would never- 
theleſs conclude in Prince Milliam II. Son of Prince 
Frederick Henry, who, by Virtue of the Octo, im- 
powering him to Will and Subſtitute through all the 
Degrees, hath renewed and enlarged the Truſt of 
Prince Reue, in ſubſtituting to his Son his Male De- 
ſcendants, and after them the Females by Name. So 
that the Deſcendants of Count Erneſt Caſimir, ſubſti- 
tuted by Prince Maurice, could pretend nothing in 
Virtue of this Teſtament, though it were not thus 
deficient, as we have repreſented it. Ar preſent it 
might ſuffice to obſerve, in ſhorr, That according to 
the known Nature of Truſts eſtabliſhed in Princes 
Families upon the Right of Elderfhip, thoſe Princes 
have no more Right or Power in this Truſt, than 
the other Heirs and Deſcendants of William I. who 
wereall, in their Order, nominared to ſucceed, du- 
ring their Lives, That they would likewife make it 
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_ Mey, appear, That theſe Teſtaments were not only con- 
3 * trary to the Will of Prince Rene, bur alſo contradict- 
© ed each other. Thar Prince Philip William exclu- 


ding the Female Iſſue of his Brothers, though na- 
med to inherit in the Will of Rene, ſubſtituted Earl 
**Fohn, and the Four Branches deſcending from him 
* by his Sons. Whereas Prince Maurice went farther, 
© and excluded the 'Two firſt Branches of Earl Fobn, 
* ſubſtiruring the Third in the Perſon of Count Erneſt- 
Caſſimir. That now, fince it had been ever the Opi- 
nion and Reſolution of all the Lawyers, Thar per- 
© petual Truſts, eſtabliſhed in the Families of Princes, 
were unalterable, and ought to be confidered as a 
* ſort of Debt or Incumbrance, the Poſſeſſor being as 
* Debror, obliged to relinquiſh it to his Subſtitute, as 
to a Crediror. Theſe Princes could not remove this 
Right from the other Heirs and Deſcendants of Mil. 
© liam I. who were to ſucceed them, eſpecially from 
© thoſe of their Brother, Prince Frederick-Henry, whoſe 
Children fucceſſively by Virtue of the above- men- 
* non'd Settlements of the Princes Rene and William]. 
had the ſame Right their Father himſelf had, Thar 
© this was that Right which Prince Frederick-Henry re- 
* new'd and confirm'd, after he had entirely united in 
* himſelf all the Inheritance of Nafſau-Chalon-Orange, 
although divided between him and his Brothers, but 
* withour prejudicing their Poſterity. Re- ſettling, as 
he did by his Will, the Succeſſion of his Family, in 
the Order appointed by the Teſtamentsof the Princes 
* Rene and Nilliam I. his Father. That by Virtue of 
the Powers of the States, join'd with the Settlements 
of Rene and his Father, who had already eſtabliſh'd 
a perperual Truſt upon the Right of Elderſhip, the 
ſaid Prince appointed as Heir of all his Eſtate, Feo- 
* dal and Allodial, Moveable or Immoveable, Jewels, 
Goods and Chattels, Rents and Suits, his Son Prince 
* Wilkam II. and after him, his lawful Heirs and De- 
* ſcendants, providing always, That the Sons, and the 
Elder of them, ſhould inherit before the Daughters. 
That, Secondly, In caſe the legitimate Heirs and 
© Deſcendants of Prince William II. ſhould fail at any 
time whatioever, the Teſtator appointed and ſubſti- 
* rured his eldeſt Daughter the Princeſs Loviſe, Heireſs 
* of all his Eſtate, as well Feodal, as Allodial, Move- 
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able and Immoveable, Rents and Suits, without Ex- 
« ception, or Reſervation : Which Princeſs was after 
married to Frederick-William, Elector of Brandenburgh, 
and Mother to his Pruſſian Majeſty. That in the Third 
* place, For Defaulr of the Princeſs Loviſe, and her 
© lawful Heirs and Deſcendants, at whatſoever Time 
they ſhould happen to fail, The Teſtaror ſubſtituted 
and appointed to inherit his whole Eſtate, the next 
FEldeſt of his Daughters, which was the Princeſs A 
* bertine Aznes, after married to Prince William-Hede- 
viel of Naſſau-Dietz, Governour of the Provinces of 
« Frizeland and Groninghen. And that, Fourthly, For 
© Default of the ſaid Princeſs, her lawful Heirs and De- 
« ſcendants, the Teſtator ſubſtituted and appointed his 
© other Daughters, viz. the Princeſs Henrietta-Catha- 
ine, now Dowager of Prince George d Anhalt, and 
* the Princeſs Mary, married ro Lewis-Henry-Maurice- 
* Francis, laſt Duke of Simmeren, always ſubſtituting 
and preferring the eldeſt Daughter, and her Sons, be- 
fore the Daughters from Line to Line, and through 
* every Degree. 

That by the Order of Succefſion thus re-eſtabliſh- 
* ed according to the Settlement of Rene, in the Poſte- 
* rity of Milliam I. it was beyond diſpute, Thar the 
* Heirs of Prince Frederick-Henry failing in his Son 
* Prince William II. as it happen'd by the Death of 
Hilliam III. King of Great-Britain, and thereby the 
* firſt Branch of the Succeflors of Prince Frederick-Hen- 
i becoming extinct, rhe Second Line, which proceed. 
*ed from the Princeſs Loviſe, entred in its own 
Right; by Virtue whereof, Federich, King of Pruſſia, 
the only Son of the Princeſs Leviſe, is, according to 
* the forcmention'd. Settlement of his Anceſtors, the 
* only Lawful and Univerſal Heir of all the Succeſſi- 
* on and Truſt of the Princes Rene and NMilliam I. de 
* Naſſau, and Ann d Egmont, Counteſs of Buren, which 
© Succefſion was devolved orffthe Prince F-ederick-Hen- 
, renewed and perpetuated in his Poſterity, and 
* the Family of the Princes of Orange, of which his 
* Majeſty the King of Pruſſia 1s now the Head. 

That this Information was preparing for the Preſs, 
* when the Teſtament ot his late Majeſty William III. 
King of Great-Britain, of Glorious Memory, was o- 
end at the Hague on the 8th of May, by the Com- 
miſſioners 
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May. * miffioners of the Court of Holland, a Copy of which 
vou have before. That by the Contents 7 this Will, 

* Monfieur, the Prince #/i7o de Naſſau, at preſent Go. 

* vernour and Gaprain-General of the Provinces of 
Frizeland and Groninguen, was declared the ſole and 
univerſal Heir of all the Eſtate, both Feodal and Al- 
lodial, left by the late King ar his Death. His Ma- 
jeſty therein alledging, That he made this Diſpoſal 
by Virtue of an Octo of the moſt potent Lords, the 
States of Holland and Weſt-Friezeland, dated the 15th 
of June, 1673. That he revokes alſo, quaſhes and 
annuls all Wills, Teſtaments, Codicils, and other 
precedent Settlements by him made ; willing, thar 
they be not obſerved in any wiſe ; and their High 
Mightineſſes, the States-General, are deſir d to be the 
Executors after the opening of this Will. That the 
Miniſter of the King of Pruſſia immediately ſent his 
Majeſty a Copy, and waiting his Majeſty's further 
Commands, he the ſame Day addreſſed their High 
Mightineſſes with the Memorial preceding this Ac- 
count. That his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia being 
informed of thoſe Things, thought fit, by his Letter 
to their High Mightineſſes, of the 14th of the ſame 
Month, to repreſent more at large his undoubted 
Right and Title to the Succeſſion and Truſt of 
Prince Frederick Heng, referring to a more proper 
Place the Exceptions, which might be made to the 
Teſtament of his late Majeſty, the King of Great Bri- 
tain, of what Nature ſoever they were, always re- 
ſerving his Right and Claim entire, if any ſhould 
attempt to prejudice them by Virtue of the Will. 
Thar the King of Pruſſia added this further Requeſt, 
Thar fince the Diſpoſitive Clauſe of Settlement in 
the Will of his late Grandfather, Prince Frederick- 
Henry, appeared to be determined in favour of his 
Majeſty, their High 1 would generouſly 
continue their Aſſiſtance in the Execution of the ſaid 
Will, by ſeparating the Inheritance, and the Eſtate 
in Truſt, from thoſe Things, in which the late 
* King had an abſolute Property, and could diſpoſe, as 
© he pleaſed. That therefore, ſince the Teſtament of 
the late King of Great Britain, did, and could of 
Right only regard the Eſtate of Feodal or Allodial, 


© of which his Majeſty had the proper abſolute 4 
* Gon, 
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© Gon, and which he had diſpoſed in Purſuance of the 


* ORory of the States of the Provinces of Holland, they Wyatt 
* were Willing to pur it to Iſſue, Whether the ſaid Te- 


* ftament could reach that Part of his late Majeſty's 
© Eſtare, which was without the Extent of the ſaid O&ory, 
as being firuared in other Provinces,” and under other 
* Sovereigns. However, twas moſt certain, That 
* this Diſpoſal by Will (though ir had not been ob- 
ſtructed by the undeniable Right of a perpetual 
© Truſt) could not extend to the Principality of Orange, 
* which was neither Feodal nor Allodial Eſtate ro = 


* diſpoſed of, bur a Sovereignty, which for Nine Ages 


© had been inheritable by Daughters, upon Default of 
* the Males, and which had been ſo convey'd by 
* Heirefles into other Families, vix, as already noted, 


by Herimbrue, Daughter of Milliam au Cornet, into 


the Family of Rolin, or into that of Chalon, by Clau- 
* dia into the Houſe of Naſſau : And now by the Right 
* of Louiſe, Princeſs of Orange and Electoreſs of Bran- 
denburg, into that Family, and the Chief thereof the 
* King of Pruſſia. Beſides, there was not the leaſt Ap. 
* pearance, that his late Majeſty had any Intention to 
alter the ſaid Teſtaments and Trufts created by his 
* Anceſtors, much leſs of the Will of Prince F.ederich- 
* Henry, fince he only quaſh'd and annull'd in his ſaid 
Will all his former Settlements, and Bequeſts, with- 
* our making any Mention of thoſe of his Anceſtors, 
much leſstof the Will of Prince Federick Henry,tho' his 
* Majeſty was otherwiſe well appriz'd of the Force 
* of that Teſtament. 

That, farther, it put this Matter beyond all Que- 
ſtion, when we conſider the Sentiments and Reſo- 
lutions of his late Majeſty of Great Britain, in Refe- 
* rence to the Will of Charles II. King of Spain, made 
in favour of the Duke of Anjou, lo highly injurious 
* rothe Rights of his Imperial Majeſty, and his auguſt 
Family, by the clear and expreſs Diſpoſitions of his 
* Anceſtors ; his Majeſty not only reſenting the Indig- 
* nity offered to the Houſe of Aufria, but alſo having 
* entred into Alliances with their High Mightineſſes 
* to redreſs it. That all the World knew, with what 
inceſſant Application King William labour'd with his 
Parliament, the laſt Years of his Reign, ro ſettle the 
* Succefſion to the Crown in the Proteſtant Line. 
© Then 
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Muy. Then what Probability was there, that a Prince ſo 
clear ſighted, ſo provident, ſo zealous to preſerve a 
good Underſtanding among his Allies, would by thus 
* diſpoſing in general Terms (which cannor reaſonably 
© be taken to extend farther, than his own proper E. 
* © ſtare) give occaſion to have all the Settlements and 
Truſt of his Anceſtors diſputed, though eſtabliſhed 
in the moſt formal and expreſs Manner. That his 
* Majeſty in his great Wiſdom might have foreſeen, 
that this muſt needs raiſe the greateſt Feuds and Di- 
* ſturbances, that ever were, in his own Family, and 
* amongſt his neareſt Relations. That it might be ob. 
* ſerved yet farther, that this Will was made but 48 
* Days after the Taking of Namur, that 1s, in effect, 
after that ſignal Service, which the Troops of Bran- 
* denburgh performed upon that Occaſion, and for 
* which the late King declared himſelf fo ſenſibly obli- 
ged. That this was confirm'd by the Letter it ſelf, 
dated from the Camp at Oftile, the 3d of Sept. 1695. 
* (which may be ſeen ar large in King William's Life, 
p. 31.) That the Manner of Expreſſion in that Let- 
ter left no room to ſuſpect, that ſo good a King, and 
* ſo generous a Kinſman, would in a few Weeks after 
* deſtroy the Acknowledgment, by debarring the King 
* of Pruſſia of his Right ro which he had ſo juſt and 
* ſolid a Claim by Birth. This his late Majeſty well 
knew, and had declared his Satisfaction and Acqui- 
* elcence by ſo many repeated Promiſes, as not only 
* aſſured the King of Pruſſia of the Truſt, bur inclin d 
him to hope, they might entitle him ro the proper 
Inheritance of his late Majeſty. 
1 That here they might ſtrengthen the Argument 
2 * with the Teſtimonies of the Miniſters, and others of 
his late Majeſty's Servants ; that they might produce 
* ſeveral other Proofs, particularly rhe Promiſe made 
* by his late Majeſty in the Year 1688, when the King 
of Pruſſia aſſiſted him in his Paſſage to England, by 
* lending his Troops, and engaging againſt France, 
* with what happy Succeſs its well known. Not to 
* omir what paſſed upon this Occaſion at the Hague, in 
© the Year 1691, at the Maiſon du Bois, before a full 
* Table, and in the Preſence of ſeveral Engliſh Noble- 
* men, and others, Perſons of the firſt Quality. Thar 
© belides, the Publick Prayers made at Orange * = 
| 53 = Ron 
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* Houſe of Brandenburg, were a ſufficient Inſtance of May. 
the King of Pruſſias Title, and that they conſider d 
« his Majeſty as preſumptive Heir of chat Principality. 
« And that ſurely the Sincerity and Zeal of the late 
Elector of Brandenburg, in advancing the Intereſts of 
the late King from the Time of his Minority, and 
that Earneſtneſs of his Son, the King of Pruſſia, in 
aſſiſting him, ever ſince his Acceſſion to the Crown 
« of England, had deſerved this at leaſt, That no In- 
jury ſhould be done to his Pruſſian Majeſty in reſpect 
to the Sertlements of his Anceſtors. 

That, to conclude, thera was not the leaſt Shadow 
* of Juſtice or Reaſon to give his late Majeſty's Will fo 
violent an Interpretation, ſo contradictory to the lit- 
© teral Senſe of Teſtaments of his Anceſtors, and ſo 
* deſtructive to their Eſtabliſnment. 

And therefore nothing could be more infurious to 
the otherwiſe Glorious Memory of King William, 
than to aſſert, That his Majeſty's Will had defeated 
* or derogared from the perperual Truſt created by 
his Anceſtors, That this would be to deftroy by 
* Conjectures and irregular Merhods of Violence the 
Rights of the King of Praſſia, and all thoſe who after 
him and his ſaid Heirs ſhould be intituled to the Bene- 
fit of the ſaid Truſt. That ſuch a Proceeding as it 
* was null and void in it ſelf, fo it oppoſed all the 
* Rules of legal Interpretation. To inſtance in a few, 
© Thar every Teſtator was underſtood to diſpeſe of his 
* own Property, not that of another. That that Mean- 
* 1ng was to be followed, which corroborated prece- 
* dent Wills, nor that which deſtroyed them. Thar 
Senſe to be preferred, which leaſt favour'd the Nul- 
* ity. That the Words of a Teſtament were to be 
taken in their natural Signification, with ſeveral o- 
ther Maxims to the ſame Effect. Upon the Whole: 
That admitting this forced Interpretation, his Maje- 
* ſty would himſelf be obliged, in Honour and Reſpect - 
to his Family, ro uſe his beſt Endeavours to maintain 
the ſaid Truſt, according to the Tenour of the Will 
* of Prince Fredericl- Henry his Grandfather, which his 
* Highneſs the Prince of Naſſau could nor controverr, 
* ſince his Grandfather the Prince M/illiam-Frederich , 
* and his Grandmother Albertine- Agnes, had acknow- 
« ledged it by receiving the Portion and Legacies ap- 
pointed 
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May. pointed by the ſaid Teſtament. For the Determinas. 
tions of the Dead being once admitted, could never 


after be difallow'd. Fudicium defynti ſemel.probatum, 
© amplius improbari nequit. 


Having no farther. Occaſion, ar leaſt for the preſent, 
to take Notice of his Majeſty's Will, we'll leave the 
States to form a Project of Accommodation between 
the King of Pruſſia and Prince of Frieſland, and pro- 
ceed now io other Matters. 

The Troops ot Holland made ſeveral Attempts now 
within the Spaniſh Low-Countries, and according to the 

Chance of War, (ome hit, others miſs'd. A numerous 
Detachment of the Garriſon of Maeſtricht ſallied out, 
pretending a Deſign upon Liege, but really with a Pur- 
pole to ſeize Huy ; they had entered the City without 
Difficulty ; they had made themſelves Maſters of Fort 
Picart, of the Red Fort, and St. Clement's Fort; but 
as they were marching to take Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle, 
a Lieutenant with 25 Horſe diſcerned them, and 
throwing himſelf into the Caſtle, drew up the Draw- 
Bridge, and alarm'd the Garriſon. Ar the ſame time 
arrivd a Detachment of 3 or 400 French, who were 
miſtaken ar firſt by the Dutch, for a Reinforcement of 
50 Men which they expected from Maeſtricht : But 
they ſoon found their Error, being atrack'd at the ſame 
time by the French Detachment on the one fide, and 
the Garriſon on the other ; which produced a ſmart 
Encounter, that laſted Two Hours, wherein the Dutch 
loſt the Marqueſs of Maderan, Colonel of Horſe. At 
length the Dutch, finding their expected Succours fail'd 
them, thought it their wiſeſt Courſe to retreat. In the 
mean time, Prince Tſerclaes (allied out of Liege with 
3000 Men, after he had given Orders for 2000 more to 
follow him, but met with, none of the Dutch at Huy; 
however, having Intelligence that 300 more of the 
Dutch were entered the Caſtle of Horion, he thought 
he had them ſure. Theſe 50 Men were the Reinforce- 
ment which the Dutch expected at Huy, who not being 
able ro arrive in time, and tired with their March, had 
entered the Caſtle of Horion to reſt themſelves. The 
next Morning, when they were ready to depart, they 
underſtond that Prince Tſerclaes was at hand with 3009 
Men, Thereupon they ſent away to Maeſtricht Lo 
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Relief, and having held a Council of War, reſolvd to May. 

entrench themſelves the beſt they could, and to defend 

themſelves to the laſt Extremity. In the mean time, 
the Prince advanc'd, and ſummon'd them to ſurrender 
ar Diſcrerion. Bur they anſwer' d, That they would nei- 
ther ſurrender at Diſcretion, nor any other way. There- 
upon the Marqueſs of Boulay was ordered to attack che 
lower Court, and carry'd it, the Dutch retreating far- 
cher into the Caſtle. Ar the ſame time, the other 2000 
chat were ordered to follow the Prince, arrived with 
Four Pieces of Cannon, undiſcovered by the Defen- 
dants. Soon after the Prince beat a Parley, and de- 
manded a Ceſſation of Arms, to the end he might ſend 
in a Major, and receive Two Captains, having ſome 
Propoſitions to make them. The Dutch, willing to 
gain Time, accepted the Propoſal. Then the Prince 
let them know, that he had Four Pieces of Cannon, 
and ſ\ummon'd them again to ſurrender at Diſcretion, 
threatning otherwiſe that he would put them all to the 
Sword; bur rhe Captains told him, they had no Com- 
miſſion to anſwer any ſuch Propoſitions. Tferclaes 
finding them ſo reſolute, reply'd, That he would re- 
ceive them Priſoners of War. Which the Captains 
refuſing, at their Return, both ſides began to fire upon 
one another, and the Prince batter'd the Caſtle with 

great Fury ; but the Walls being Five Foot thick, 
made good Reſiſtance. This laſted till Five in the 
Afternoon, at what time Tſerclaes beat another Parley, 
and ſent an Officer to the lower Court, who cry'd our 
to thoſe within, Gentlemen, the Prince has ſent me to let 
you know, that he offers you the ſame Conditions as before, 
But the Words were no ſooner our of his Mouth, when 
a Captain, who ſtood at a Window to hear what he 
ſaid, preſently ſnut the Caſemenr, and went his way, 
without giving the Officer any Anſwer. Which the 
Officer 99 cry d out, Gentlemen, one Word 
more, e Prince gives you Leave to retire, and promiſes 
upon his Word, you ſhall have no Injury done you. He will 
alſo give it you under his Hand, if you deſire it, and you 
all be accompanied in your Retreat by the Officers that 
ſhall ſerve you for a Convoy. To which, after ſome Debate, 
the Dutch rerurn'd this Anſwer, Tell the Prince, that we 
came hither when we pleaſed our ſelves. and will depart 
when we pleaſe, without having any Need of his Orders or 
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May. Permiſſion. Moreover, we have ſent ito Maeſtricht an 
Account of our Condition, and ſhall receive from thenee 
ſuch powerful Succours before Midnight, that it will be well 
| for the Prince, if he find a May to retire himſelf. This fo 
- amuſed rhe Prince, that hearing General Gore was upen 
the March, and fearing leſt he ſhould get into Liege, 
while he lay boggling before an inconſiderable Cattle, 
he dbandon'd his Enterprize, and march'd back to 
Liege, with ſo much Haſte, that he left one Piece of 
Cannon behind lim, and buried another by the 
Way. 
- the mean time, the States-General nor having. . 
Troops enough to guard Torgeren,: Haſſelts and St. Tron, 
thought fit to abandon them; and now they publiſhed 
Three conſiderable Flacaerts; the One forbidding up- 
on Pain of Death all Privateers, Commiſſion'd by E. 
nemies, to enter into their Ports, or to caſt Anchor 
near the Mouth of their Rivers; the Second ordered 
all French, Spaniards or Brabanders, not ſettled in the 
Country, and having no Certificates, to depart the 
Hague within 48 Hours; and the Third regulated the 
Order and Manner which was to be obſerved concern- 
ing Paſsports. 
Having thus related a ſmall, though remarkable 
Action on this fide the Country, we muſt not totally 
omit what General Cohorn did in Spaniſh Flanders, whi- 
Coborn's ther he was ſent with a Body of 10000 Men, in order 
Progreſs ro endeavour to demoliſh the Lines berween the Two 
in Han- Forts, St. Donas and Fort Iſabella, he managed his 
Aer. Affairs ſo well, that after he had taken Middleburg, a 
ſmall Town in the Spaniſh Territories, which the 
French had begun to fortifie, and made himſelf Maſter 
of Fort St. Dcnas: He in a few Days levelled thoſe 
Lines with the Earth, which the Fench had been ma- 
king many Months, with more than ordinary Expence 
and Labour, in Spaniſh Fianders, and laid a great Part 
of the Chaſtellany of Bruges under Contribution to the 
Confederates. 
Things appear d now to be in Earneſt, and the War 
beginning to grow warm on all Sides; we ſhall here 
(though it be long) inſert the States Manifeſto of War, 
becauſe it contains many ſolid Reaſons, for their raking 
up Arms againſt France and Spain, in Defence of their 
Religion, Country and Laws. 1

© K Now ye, That the King of France, for a long time States 
N ſince, having caſt his Eye upon theſe Provinces, Manifefts 
© to ſeize upon the ſame, if poflible, or entirely to de- againſt 
* ftroy and ruine them, has, in order ro compaſs his Fance 
« Deſign, twice attack d this Republick, viz, in the ind Spain, 
Tears 1672, and 1688, by a moſt unjuſt and violent 8. 
War, though we have done our utmoſt to avoid the 
« ſame, and preſerve the Continuation of Peace and 
Tranquility; That nothing is more evidently known, 
« than that, if that King had ſucceeded ih his De- 
« fign, and poſſeſſed himſelf of theſe Provinces, he 
would thereby have made his Way to Univerſal 
« Monarchy : And if he had but only weaken'd them, 
and forced them to fir ſtill, and ſeparate themſelves 
from their Allies, tis no leſs notorious, that he might 
* have attained his Aim by ſubduing other Princes 
and Powers, whereby this Republick had been in a 
* manifeſt Danger of being reduced, as well as other 
States, and loſing her Liberty and Religion; which 
* are the Two precious Advantages for which the 
subjects of this State have formerly ſuffer'd ſo many 
* cruel Perſecutions, and which they could never fully 
* and entirely enjoy, till they had frankly and hearti- 
© ly ſacrificed their Fortunes and Blood, with every 
* thing elſe, that was dear to them, and maintain'd a 
War of Eighry Years ſtanding againſt the then 
powerful King of Spain. 
That notwithſtanding it has pleaſed God to puniſh 
* thele Provinces by rhe Two laſt Wars, becauſe of 
* their Sins; yer he has not permitted that the French 
* King ſhould pur in Execution his ambitious Deſigns ; 
but on the contrary, has fo favour d the Arms of the 
* Republick, and their Allies, that they obrain'd in the 
* Years 1675, and 1697. a General Peace, whereby 
F ance was obliged to reſtore large Provinces, Lord- 
* ſhips, and important Places to the Emperor, the Em- 
* pire, and the King of Spain, which ſhe had pofſeſs'd 
partly by a violent Force, and partly by Craft and 
* Artifices, under the ſpecious Name of Re-union, and 
other Prerences, againſt the Treaty of Nimeguen. 
e That 
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That the Treaty of Peace of Reſwick, and that of 


Commerce being ſo ſolemnly concluded in the Year 


* 1697. we had all the Reaſon in the World to flatter 


© our ſelves that the ſame would be bona fide executed 


* in all its Points; but we find on the contrary by Ex- 
* perience, thar they did nor defign on the part of 
France to obſerve them, but only ro induce us and our 
Allies to lay down our Arms, disband our Forces, 
and ſeparate us one from the other, in order to 
© weaken us; and in particular ro enervate and ruine 
© our Subjects, in ruining their Commerce, that they 
might the more eaſily obtain the Aim here above- 
mentioned. This is ſo notorious, that rhe Trearies 
© aforeſaid of Peace and Commerce were hardly rati- 
© fied, than they began manifeſtly ro encroach upon 
the Trade of theſe Provinces, which is the Sinew of 
© this Stare, by their openly refuſing to grant us the 
© Tariff, promiſed unto us by the Treaty aforeſaid, 
putting thereby the Subjects and Merchants of this 
: Republick ro numberleſs Troubles upon that Ac- 
count; Which obliged us, after a long, tedious and 
* expenſive Negoriation, to accept a Tariff, though 
© diſadvantageous to us, contrary to the Tenor of 
* the ſaid Treaty, in order to prevent a greater 
« Miſchief, 

That notwithſtanding it was ſtipulated by the Fifth 
Article of the ſaid Treaty of Commerce, that ſuch of 
our Subjects who ſhould ſettle in France, for carry- 
ing on their Trades, ſhould be free and exempred 
from the Duties and Tax laid upon Foreigners; yet 
exceſſive Duties have been laid upon our Subjects, 
and we have been forced ro ſee and hear the 
* ſame. 

* Thatin the mean while, the King of France omit- 
ted nothing to perſwade us by all imaginable Prote- 
* ſtations, that he had no other Deſign than the Pre- 


_ © ſervation of the Peace, and the removing of all Ob- 


ſtacles that might interrupt the ſame : And whereas 
the weak Conſtitution of the King of Spain could not 
* promiſe a long Life, and that his Death was like to 
cauſe great Wars and Differences; this occaſioned a 
* Treaty, whereby on one fide it was provided, That 
the French King ſhould not have that exorbitant Pow- 


er, which otherwiſe he would have had by the Ac- 
| * cefiion 
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* cefſion or Union of the Spaniſþ Monarchy to his May. 
Crown; and by thoſe Means prevented the ill Con]. 
« ſequences all Europe was afraid of; and on the other 
© hand, Satisfaction was given to others who claim'd 
the ſaid Succeſſion, in order to preſerve the General 
Peace. | 
That upon this Foundation the King of France 
having concluded on the 3d and 25th Day of March, 
* 1700, a ſolemn, Treary with the King of England 
and this State, we were in Hopes to preſerve there- 
by the General Peace; but that Treaty was no ſooner 
concluded and ratified, bur it moſt evidently ap- 
« pear d, That it was not the Intention of the French 
« King to ſtand by it, and obſerve it; bur on the con- 
* trary, that they uſed all manner of. Artifices in the 
Court of Spain, not only to render the Emperor odi- 
* ous to the Spaniards, but allo to oblige the King to 
* diſpoſe of his Succeſſion, by a Teſtament in favour 
© of France. 

That the King of Spain having ſome time after 
* departed this Life, they produc d a Teſtament, 
* whereby the Duke of Anjou, Grandſon to the King 
* of France, was declared Heir of all the Kingdoms 
* and Dominions of the deceaſed King. 4 

* Thar the ſaid Will being made publick, rhe French 
* King did immediately give Proofs of his ſecrer In- 
* rentions of making uſe of all imaginable Means to 
* gratifie his vaſt Ambition: And in order thereunto, 
* without any Reſpect or Regard to a Treaty ſo ſo- 
* lemnly and newly concluded, and the repeared Pro- 
* reſtarions he had made, never to depart from it, he 
accepted the ſaid Will, breaking and violating the 
Treaty aforeſaid ; without giving any previous Com- 
* munication of his Intention ro rhoſe with whom he 
* had made it: Notifying the fame without any Diſ- 
* guiſe ro the Republick ; and alledging for the prin- 
cipal Motive thereof, that the Spirit and Senſe of 
the ſaid Treaty, and not the Letter, were only to be 
regarded; and explaining that Spirit and Senſe in his 
own way, as he thought fit; not omitting at the ſame 
time to threaten us; and repreſenting the Dangers 
and Misfortunes which we may expect, if we did not 
conform our ſelves to that Spirit: Which Proceeding 
is a Breach of Faich, as uncommon and unheard of, as

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ever was; anda dangerous Inſtance, which rends for 


[dae future to undermine and ruine the Faith of all 


* publick Treaties. | WE” 
That by Virtue of the Teſtament aforeſaid, that 
* King did not content himſelf ro cauſe the Duke of 
Anjou to be proclaim'd King of Spain, but he poſſeſs d 
© himſelf in his Name of all the Kingdoms 2 Domi- 
nions of the Spaniſh Monarchy, without any Regard 
to the Pretenſions of the Emperor, which were ſo 
© fully owned in the Treaty aforeſaid, that they were 
not only laid as the Foundation of the ſaid Treaty, 


but alſo ſo far acknowledged for juſt and lawful on 
© all Sides, that the greateſt part of the Spaniſh Monar- 


* chy was yielded to the Arch-Duke of Auſtria, 
That the ſaid King, being unwilling ro ſtop there, 
© cauſed his own Troops to take Poſſeſſion of the Spa- 
* niſh Netherlands, notwithſtanding our own were in 
© Garriſon therein, by the Permiſſion and Conſent of 
© the late King of Spain, for the Defence and Security 
of the ſaid Country; and with a great deal of Dit-

tant Power to that Degree, which the Chriſtian - 


World had ſo long apprehended, and laid ſuitable 
Foundations for obtaining the Univerſal Monarchy, 
* he did nor delay long to pur thoſe Projects in Exe. 
* cution, ſending a formidable Army into Italy, ro make 
* himſelf entirely Maſter thereof, having already ſent 
a great Number of Troops into the Spaniſh Nether. 
* lands to fright us, and to oblige us, if potiible, ro a 
* ſeparare Treaty without our Allies. | 

That theſe Artifices, though never ſo well concert- 
. * ed, falling ſhorr of rhe defir'd Effect, the French King 
* made uſe of all other imaginable Ways to compel us 
* rhereunto by Force, and to that end ſeiz'd the City 
and Curadel of Liege, without the Conſent of the 
Dean and Chapter, and without the previous Con- 
* ſent and Knowledge of the Emperor and the Empire, 
* cauſed the Dean of the ſaid Chapter to be by Vio- 
* lence ſeiz d, and carried away into the Spaniſh: Do- 
* minions, that he might not oppoſe his Deſign, 
* and in order to ſtrike a Terror in the ſaid Chapter. 

That being nor ſatisfied with having thus ſeiz d 
* upon Liege, and in order ro ſtreighten us more 
and more, he poſſeſs'd himſelf, contrary to the Will

* ſelves as well as we could, both by Sea and Land,

* of our Neighbours and Allies, the Succours they had 
* , promiſed us. by Treaties, in caſe we were moleſted 
and difturb'd ; which they having granted us with 
the ſame Readineſs as we deſired, we put our ſelves 
in that Condition, that - refuſing to hearken to any 
* private Treaty with France, we had Time to confe- 
* derate our ſelves with his Imperial Majefty, the King 
of England, the King of P;ufſia, and other Princes 
and Potentates, for ue common Defence of our and 
their reſpective Dominions, the Preſervation of the 
* Liberty of Europe, and for recovering the general

* to think of their natural Defence, the Emperor ſent

That his Imperial Majeſty having thought fit to 
* diſlodge the French our of the Electorate of Cologn, 
and uſed all imaginable Ways for it, did, together 
vwith the Directors of the Circles concerned therein, 
* defire our Aſſiſtance, which we (conformable to our 
Engagements, our own Defence, and the ſtrict Al- 
— liance we were cntred into) could not refuſe; but on 
„ the contrary, thought it neceſſary that our Forces there, 
A and elſewhere, {hon!d act as Auxiliaries, by way of 
Diverſion.

for the YEAR, 170%: 
That theſe Proceedings of the French have, to our 


great Sorrow, kindled a War in ſeveral Parts of the 


World, which is actually begun, and carried on with 
a great deal of Violence. | 

That as we had not given the leaſt Pretence there- 
* unto ; but on the contrary, made our utmoſt Efforts 
* for the Preſervation of the general Peace, we were 
very glad to ſee a Miniſter that the French King had 
* ſent into theſe Parts, and neglected nothing to engage 
him to make ſome Propoſals for maintaining the ge- 
* neral Peace; but ſeeing we could nor ſucceed there- 
in, we made our ſelves ſome Demands, which we 
* thoughr neceſſary for recovering a general Tranqui- 
* liry, and our private Security ; but there has been 
* no manner of Anſwer, nor the leaſt Offer made 
* thereupon. 

That indeed ſome outward Proteſtations of Peace 
have been made on that fide, but as at the ſame time 
they continued their Warlike Preparations, to ſeize 
* the Lands of our Neighbours, and to confederate 
© themſelves with ſeveral Princes and Potentates, they 
have clearly manifeſted that their Proteſtations would 
come to nothing, unleſs we were reſolved to treat 
ſeparately from our Allies, and this they have ſtill 
* more evidently diſcovered by recalling ſucceflively 
© Two Minifters. 

Finally, that King has upon that Foot cauſed his 
* Refidear ro declare unto us in a Memorial, That his 
Armies were in a Condition to act againſt us, if we 
ca me to no Reſolution about the Things contain d in 
that Memorial. 

* And as there is nothing more evidently known, 
than that the Deſigns of the preſent King of Spain 
* againſt the Liberty of our State and Commerce, are 
* the ſame as thoſe of the King of France ; nay, as all 
the World muſt be convinced by the whole Directi- 
* ons and Management of Affairs, that the King of 
* France and the preſent King of Hain are one and the 
* ſame in Effect ; and thar the preſent King of Spain 
can do, nor will do nothing, but what the King of 
* France pleaſes, and will have him to do; even that 
the Kingdoms of Fance and Spain are united into one; 
it follows from thence, that whatever the King of 


* France has done againſt us and our Allies, in the

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May. NameoftheKingof Spain, muſt be taken and under. 
ſtood to be made by the King of Spain himſelf, or at 
© leaſt by both of them. That by theſe Means the 
* King of France, above what has been already aid, 
has made uſe of the Spaniſh Troops, in the Name of 
the King of Spain, to carry on his Deſigns againſt us. 
That in that Name he has erected a Fort, within the 
© Reach of the Cannon of a Fortreſs belonging to the 
* States, contrary to the Treaty concluded with the 
* King of Spain in the Year 1648. and contrary to the 
* Laws of Nations, and thoſe of War. 
That the King of Spain has not only ſuffer'd thoſe 
© Proceedings of the King his Grandfather ; bur abſo- 
* Jutely approved the ſame, and the actual Seizing of 
© the whole Monarchy of Spain, and in particular of 
* the Spaniſh Netherlands, that neceflary Barrier for 
* our State. | 
* Tharall Divine and Humane Laws dictated to us, 
that being thus ſtreighten'd, block d up on all ſides, 
* and actually 2 the Kings of France and Spain, 
and threatned by them with ſo many Dangers, we 
may, and are bound to make uſe againſt them of all 
* the Means God and Nature have put into our Hands 
for our Defence, protecting our Subjects, and for 
* preſerving their Religion and Liberty; and to that 
End to take up Arms againſt the ſaid Kings of France 
* and Sparn, 2 have together conſpir'd our Ruine 
and De ſtruction; and declare War againſt them, as 
we do by theſe Preſents, truſting that God Almighty 
will bleſs the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and the Means we 
ſhall make ule of. 
* Deſiring all Kings, Princes, Republicks and States, 
who.love their own Preſervation and Liberty, to- 
gerher with thar of Europe, that they will regard this 
our Declaration, as an Effect of an urging and preſ-

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Laſtly, We command and require all our Subjects, u,,

* and Inhabitant of theſe Provinces, Commanders, 
Officers, Soldiers and others, of what Quality ſoever 
* they be, to own and regard the ſaid Kings of France 
and Spain as Enemies of this State; to invade their 


Country, and fall upon their Subjects and Vaſſals 


both by Sea and Land; to repel their Violence, and 
go every thing elſe they are obliged to do for the De- 
' fence of our Country, and Damage of our Ene- 
mies. 
And that no body may pretend to be ignorant there- 
* of, we require and command the Lord- States, Coun- 
* cellors, and Deputy- States of theſe reſpective Pro- 
* vinces, and all other Officers and Magiſtrates of this 
Country, to cauſe theſe Preſents to be proclaim'd, 
« publiſh'd and poſted up, on the 15th Day ot this In- 
« {tant, in Places where Publications of this Nature are 
uſually made; commanding likewiſe, That the ſame 
« be oubliſh'd and affix d in the uſual Places, of the 
«* Diſtrict of the Generality.

The Confederare Army was drawing together all 
this while, under the Earl of 4:h/one, near Clarenbeck ; 
while the French, underthe Mareſchal de Boufflers, with 
a great Army lay encamp'd at ZAanten, near Cleve. 
They were very watchful of each orher ; and the Earl 
of Athlone having, on the 2d. derach'd Major-General 
Dompre with 1000 Horſe towards the Enemy, he ſoon 
met a Party of about 600 French Horſe, whom he 
bravely attack d, and totally defeated, killing 200 of 
them upon the Spot, and taking near as many Priſo- 
ners, among whom there was a Lieutenant-Colonel, 
who commanded the French, and 5 or 6 other Of- 
ficers, On the Confederates fide there were nor — 
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May. Thirty Troopers and Dragoons killed; and twas ob- 
ſervable, the Dutch Horſe, contrary to their wonted 
Practice in the former War, behaved themſelves with 

great Gallantry on this Occaſion, 
Siege of But to take no farther Notice of this Action, and 
Keyſer- leaving the Two Armies at prefent in their reſpective 
waert pro- Camps, let us return ro the Siege of Keyſerwaert, 
ſecuted. which by reaſon of the great Rains, and other Incon- 
veniences (as already mentioned) went on but very 
heavily ; and the Beſieged, being frequently reinforc'd, 
grew bold, and on the 2d fallied ont of the Town a- 
gainſt rhe Forces of Pruſſia with ſome Succeſs, bur they 
were at laſt repulſed vigorouſly, with ihe Loſs of a 
Captain and Two Lieutenants, and about Twenty 
Soldiers killed and wounded, beſides as many taken 
Priſoners ; while the Confederates loſt One Captain, 
and ſome few Soldiers, and had a Colonel wounded, 
afrer which they immediately atrack'd a large Re- 
doubt, called Kruſtembers Fort, which cover'd the 
Counterſcarp, and — it, without meeting with 
any Oppoſition, the French retiring after the firſt Dil. 
charge, which did the Confederates no other Miſchief, 
than the wounding of an Enſign, and 5 or 6 Soldiers, 
Nothing of Conſequence happen'd for the Two ſuc- 
ceeding Days, but only Preparations for aſſaulting the 
Counterſcarp : On the 5th they received Four Mortars, 
and a confiderable Supply of Ammunition from Meſel, 
and next Day they began ro caſt up ſome Entrench- 
ments along the Rhine, to cover their Camp from the 
Batteries, which Count Tallard had cauſed to be raiſed, 
againſt ir, They continued to batter the Place for the 
Ten following Days, with very little Intermiſſion 
while the French fired very ſmartly from their Batteries 
on the other fide of the Rhine, which obliged the Con- 
federates to make ſome Alteration in the Diſpoſition of 

their Camp. 

On the 17th in the Morning the French made a Sal- 
ly, but were beat back with conſiderable Loſs. The 
Confederarcs, in the mean while, continued firing, 
and at the ſame time were altering rhe Diſpoſition of 
their Attacks. On the 19th they raiſed Two Batteries 
againſt the Town, and next Day continued firing up- 
on it with 54 Pieces of Cannon, and 25 Mortars. 
On the 21ſt the Beſieged made a Sally with 300 Men, 


but 
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bur were ſoon driven back; and the next Day made a May: 
much more conſiderable one, under the Conduct of wwe 
Brigadier Grammont, with 1000 Men, at what time, . 
after an obſtinate Encounter, that laſted an Hour and 

a half, the French were driven back in great Confuſion, 

and purſued to the Pallizadoes of rhe Counterſcarp. 

In this Action the Regiments of M/s and Strathnaver 

gave great Proofs of their Valour. The French, by a 

| modeſt Account, were ſaid to have loſt above 500 

Men, among whom were a conſiderable Number of 

Officers of Quality. On the Beſiegers fide, One Ma- 

jor, Two Lieutenants, One Enſign, One Adjutant, 

and 33 Common Soldiers of Wlkss Regiment were 

killed, a Lieutenant-Colonel, Two Captains, and 57 
Common Soldiers wounded. Of Strahnaver's Regi- 

ment, One Captain, One Enfign, and 36 Centinels 

killed, and a Serjeant and Nineteen Soldiers wounded. 

Of the Horſe, One Captain, a Corner, and Nine 
Troopers flain, and Thirteen wounded, The French 

loſt Four Colonels, and about Seventy other Officers 

killed and wounded : And it was farther ſaid, that they 

were all heared with Wine, and every Soldier had a 

Piſtole given him, as a more cilectual Encouragement 

to warm his Valour. 

But I ſhould have told ye, That ſome time before, 

Count Tallard, with his volant Detachment, had lain 
hovering for ſome Days about Duſſeldorp, the Sear of 

the Dukes of Nieuburg: at what time he ſent to the E- 

lector Palatine, to demand of him, in the firſt place, 

no leſs than 300000 Crowns to redeem his City from 

being bombarded. 2. He required free Paſſage for 

his Troops through the Dutchy of Berg. 3. Thar a 

Fort which the Elector had newly built upon the 

Banks of rhe Rhine, ſhould be demoliſh'd : And Laft- 

ly, That the Bridge of Communication over the ſaid 

River, ſhonld be broken. To which his Electoral 
Highneſs made Anſwer, That for the free Paſſage 

which he defired, he could not grant it; neither had 

the City of Duſſeldorp Money ſufficient to redeem 
themſelves from his — ; however, that he was 

willing to demoliſh the Fort, and that the Bridge of 
Communication ſhould be broken, provided that he 

on his part would beforehand demoliſh the Forr, and 

break down rhe Bridge before Boyne. Nevertheleſs, 
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188 ACompleat HISTORY of Eukopr, 
uu. he at the ſame time, as was then affirm'd, gave the 
Count to underſtand, That if the French attempted to 
bomb Duſſeldorp, there was a Reſolution taken to treat 
Bonn in the ſame Manner. But whether it were the 
Conſideration of the latter part of this Anſwer, or that 
he fear d Diſturbance from the Body of the Confede. 
rate Army under the Earl of Athlone, he march'd off 
without attempting any thing; contenting himſelf 
with waſting the Forage, and committing ſeveral Diſ. 
orders in ithe Countries about Duſſeldorp and Cologn ; 
believing it more material ro poſt himſelf on the other 
fide of the Rhine, over-againſt the Camp before Keyſer. 
wart; from whence he very much incommoded the

= If wego up higher the Rhine, and ſee what the Im- 
| perialiſts pretended ro do on that fide, we ſhall find 
| them begin to draw their Army together under Prince 


| Lewis of Baden, who was to command the Same in 
| chief, rill the. Arrival of the King of rhe Romans, for 
whom a vaſt Equipage was preparing : In the mean 
time Landau was ſo cloſely ſurrounded by the Prince, 
| thar nothing could well go in or ſtir our; and the 
French, over whom Catinat was to command in chief, 
were ſo weak in thoſe Parts (their Aim being to make 
their utmoſt Efforts this Campaign in the Netherlands, 
and more eſpecially in Italy, from whence they pre. 
rended totally ro expel the Germans, though they rec. 
kon'd without their Hoſt) that they could throw no 
| Succours into it. In the mean time the French, accord- 
. ing to their long- practiſed Barbarity, having burnt a 
Village called Borickemib, and threatning to burn ſe- 
veral other Places about Landau, the Prince ſent a 
Meſſage to Monſieur Melac, the Governour, to let him 
know, That if they proceeded in that Manner, he would 
follow the Example of Count Thungen, in the late War, 
| in revenging it upon the Priſoners. About the ſame time 
oþ Major-General Oettingen was ordered with a Derach- 
ment of Foot and Dragoons, to attack a ſmall Body 
of the Garriſon of Landau, who had entrenched them» 
{elves in the Church-yard of Quaichen, under the Can- 
non of that Town ; and accordingly having marched 
thither on the lith at Night, he found the Place 
| guarded by a Lieutenant and Thirty Soldiers, who be- 
ing ſupported by the Cannon ot the Town, —_ 
„ ept 
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t firing very briskly, made a ſtout Refiftance; and Mey. 
be at length beat from their Intrenchment, they — 
retired into the Steeple of the Church of Quaicben, and 
refuſing to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners, the Germans 
ſer fire to the Steeple, and moſt of the French were 
burnt ; bur this Action coſt the Germans Eight Men 
killed, and about Twenty wounded. At the ſame 
time Major-General Rebinder took a Mill near Landau, 
where the French had poſted ſome Men, which very 
much incommoded the Workmen of the Germans. 
There is nothing of moment to be met with in the 
Kingdoms of France and Spainthis Month ; and all the 
Diſcourſe in both now was, as well as in moſt other 
Parts of Europe, about the Relief of Mantua, ſtill block- 
ed up, and ſtreightned by the German Troops; and 
for which the French under rhe Duke of Vendoſme were 
very well provided, and ſo far ſuperior in Strength to 
their Enemies, that the young giddy-headed King 
of Spain wrote a Letter ro the Duke, forbidding him 
ro engage them till his arrival from Naples, ſo Cock- 
ſure he was of Succeſs and Victory, that he would 
himſelf have all the Honour of it. The Letter runs 
thus: 


Couſin, 
Have heard by your Letter, #nd by what Count Colme- Ring of 
nero, has told me, the Motions you make to take the Spain's 
Field. I am not wanting therein on my ſide, that I may Letter to 
Join you as ſoon as poſſible ; and if ſome important Affairs, Vendoſme. 
beſides the Arrival of a Legate, whom I expe, had not de. 9. 
tained me here, I would have ſet out before this time; For 
I am afraid you will beat the Enemy before I come. 
I give you leave in the mean time to relieve Mantua; but 
{top there, and wait for me for the reſt. Nothing can 
better expreſs the good Opinion I have for you, than my Fears 
that you do too much during my Abſence. 1 reckon to be at 
Final by the latter End of this Month. Aſſure. all the 
French Officers from me, of the Foy I ſhall have to appear 
- their Head, and be fully perſwaded of the Eſteem I have 
or vou.

) withſtanding the ill Circumſtances he laboured under, 
for want of timely Reinforcements, took as much Pre- 
caution, as ever Man could do, to prevent the Relief 
of that City; and in all human Probability he would 
have done it, if the Venetians had ſtood to their Pre- 
tenſions of hindring either Army to march through 
their Territories upon that Occaſion; but though they 
nded to ha ve an Army of near 20000 Men under 
their new General Hamel, to be ready for this Pur- 
poſe, when it came to the Touch, there appear'd no- 
thing bur a few Militia, and they never ſtruck one 
Stroke ro oppoſe the March of the French, who not 
only inſulred rheir Territories by Land, bur Two of 
their Frigats at this time would have burnt ſome Pro- 
viſion a private Perſon had got together in the Iſle of 
Choiza, for the Uſe of the Imperial Army: Tis true, 
the Governour 1 it; and the 8 
were acquainted, That if they offered any Violence to the 
Territorizs of the Republic, other Meaſures ſhould be ta- 
ken : But how littſe the French valued this Rhodomon- 
trade, has fince been ſufficiently evidenced by what 
Fourbin's Squadron tranſacted in the Gulph. Bur not 
to digreſs too far this way, let us ſee and obſerve the 
March of the Duke of Vendoſme for the Relief of 
Mantua; and here it will not be improper ro inſert his 
own Letter to his Maſter the French King, ſo far as it 

goes, and take the Same in the following Terms.

« Poſt, and repair d the Bridge. On my fide, I march- 
© ed with ſo much Speed, that I paſsd the Mela by 
Noon, with the Grenadiers, the Dragoons, and the 
© Twenty Pieces of Cannon, and had pofſe(s'd a Poſt, 
from which all the Enemy's Army could not drive 
* me. I was obliged to ſtay there the 16th, becauſe 
the Artillery, and one part of the Infantry ot the ſe- 
* cond Line, did not come up till the 16th in the 
Morning, and I departed this Day from Baſſano, to 
* encamp here. I arrived by Seven of the Clock in 
the Morning, at the Head of the Reſerve which 
* made the Vanguard, and underſtanding by rhe Way, 
that the Enemy had quitted T/ſtzano, and had only 
* Time to cut the Cable of a Ponroon at the Entrance 
* upon the Bridge, this we recovered about 200 
* Paces from rhence, and fix'd again in irs Place, fo 
that the Bridge was as good as ever within an Hours 
time. Prince Eugenius and M. de Commerci ſeeingrhe 
© Paflages of the Mela poſſeſs d, choſe rather to retreat 
* from Vſtzano with their Army and their Cannon, and 
* with ſo much Precipitation, that they left the For- 
* rifications and the Bridge of Uſtiano untouch'd ; 
vue alſo found in the Caſtle Twelve Ovens in a good 
Condition, with all the Utenſils for the making of 
* Bread, The Inhabitants have deliver'd us ſeveral 
Arms and Bundles of Baggage; they aſſured me they 
* had found a whole Chamber full, and believed rhey 
* ſhould find more. Several People that I ſent to ger 
* News, aſſured me, That the Enemy was arriv'd ar 
Campitello, and that they took the Road of Borge- 
* Forte, T ſhall march to Morrow over the Chieſa,

and fearing left, while I march'd too faſt, they ſhould

there are ſome that did belong to our Archducal 
Houſe before they came under the Power of the 


Crown of Spain, beſides thoſe that are Feudatory and

© has, moreover, taken by Force the Dukedome of

- < their Agreements, at ſuch a Time, more-eſpecially, 
that Fortune ſeem d to have conſpired againſt Swede. 
and. However, they find the ſame Thing abun. 
* dantly perform'd by his ſacred Swediſh Majeſty, who 
by religiouſly. obſerving his Treaties, had given em 
no Occaſion to break their Leagues. Therefore, a5 
the Orders of the Kingdom of - Po/and are not to be 
depriv'd of their due Praiſe, for that they kept theic 
Agreements, ſo they might be cenſur'd to have acted 
againſt Right and Juſtice, had they made War upon 
the Swedes, free from Blame, and altogether innocent, 
only induced thereto by the Opportunity of the 
Times. Unleſs. any one call that meritorious, to 
abſtain from Injuries, and nor to do that from which 
he is prohibited by the Law. Beſides, that deplorable 
Slaughters of thoſe who undertook this unjuſt War, 
ſufficiently teſtifie, that the Swedes are not unreveng d 
to be provoked by the Conſpiracies and perfidious 
Injuries of their Neighbouring Princes. 
In the mean while, had the Orders of the Kingdom 
given thoſe Froofs of their Friendſhip which the Ri- 
gour of their Treaties exacted, it ſeem'd in their 
Power to have eaſily reſtrained the evil Practices of 
their King, and his Infeſting the Provinces of his ſa- 
cred Royal Majeſty. The Remedies are well known, 
which the generous Prudence of their Anceſtors were 
wont to make uſe of ro curb the exorbitant Attempts 
of their Sovereigns. For when the King of Poland, 
breaks the Bonds of the fundamental Laws, by that 
very Act he uncloaths himſelf of his Royal Autho- 
rity; and relcaſes the States of the Kingdom, ac- 
cording to the expreſs Words of the Pacta Conventa, 
from their Oath and Obedience, then the States of 
the Kingdom, looſe from the ſame Tye, have Power 
to meet as Heads of the Republick, and conſult ot 
ſuch Matters as concern the Welfare of their Coun- 
: 1 
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+ Moreover, this is certain, that ſthe Conſtitution, e- Wye 


ſtabliſned by the Dyers in the Year 1699. by which 
it was ordained, Thar the Saxons ſhould depart the 
Kingdom within the Space of Six Weeks, was never 
put in Execution by them, which enabled the King 
of Poland to invade the Provinces of Swedeland. Now 
that the Publick has Power, upon an urgent Neceſ- 
« ſity, to provide for their own Affairs by . Decree of 


Senate, both a modern Example, and Acts of former 


Times confirm. Had the Orders of the Kingdom of 
poland made uſe of theſe Remedies, we may believe, 
this War had never broke out. In the mean time, 
it may be juſtly concluded, that the ſame States con- 
* niv'd and permitted their King, after he had violated 
* the Treaty of Oliva, ro make War upon Swedeland, 
and march at the Head of ſome Regiments and. Bri- 
* gades, no leſs conſiſting of the Prætorian Bands than of 
the Nobility, againſt the Swedes; to put his Men in 
Winter-Quarters all over Lithuania and Courland ; to 
* raiſe Soldiers in ſeveral Provinces of Poland; to poſ- 
ſeſs himſelf of Biiſa, and make uſe of it as a Fortreſs 
* againſt the Swedes ; they farther permitted the Ene- 
my of the Swedes, and the Car of Muſccvy, ro make a 
Journey into Lithuania, and conſult the Ruine of the 
* Swedes ; they granted Paſſage for 20000 Muſcovites 
through their Country; they ſuffer d the Swediſh Mi- 
* nifter, who was ſent with equal Commiſſion to the 
© Republick, as well as to the King, to be expell'd 
* Warſaw ; and gave Leave to Oginsk: firſt, and then to 
© Wiſnowiskz to fall upon the Swediſh Forces; and which 
is the greateſt Thing of all, the Republick ſtill de- 
* fends and affords Harbour to this Aggreſſor and Ring- 
leader of ſo many Miſchiefs. So that it may be juſt- 
ly ſuſpected, that the Republick only waited the E- 
vent of this War. Nevertheleſs, his ſacred Swediſh

* which he: was in Friendſhip, as his own Kingdom, 
If upon this Occaſion the Republick be ſenſible of 
* fome Inc onveniences, ſhe muſt impute them to her 
* own Kin g, who conſtrained his ſacred Royal Maje: 
* fty to thi s Neceſſity, and excited other ſeditious Mem. 
© bers of the Commonweal, to the Ruine of the Swedes, 
So long as the Republick affords any Recepracle to 
this King, and them, and connives at their Enter- 
prizes, it cannot be expected that the Foundation of 
© the Repu blick ſhould be ſafe and ſound. If former. 
ly the Sa xon Forces had the Liberty to 1mpoſe Taxes 
and Tributes, by the Aſſiſtance of which they in- 
vaded the Swediſh Provinces, neither ought the ſame 
to be deny d ro his facred Royal Majeſty, unleſs 
the Repulolick would be thought to favour one part 
* more than: another, and ſo make her ſelf Partaker in 
the War. And as Proviſion is neceſſarily ro be

* 3. Tis a Wonder that the States of the Kingdom 
ſnould be troubled at thoſe Things, which being fix d 
upon the Foundations of Juftice and Neceſſity, ought 
not to create any Diſturbance.

4. Laſtly, whereas the States of Poland pretend, 
That the Revenge for thoſe Violences chat have been 
* perperrared againſt his ſacred Royal Majeſty, is to 
be exacted from the Duke of Saxony, and nor the 
King of Poland, is yet ſomewhar more obſcure. For, 
to ſay nothing of the ſo much boaſted Reſolution of 
the King, to recover ſuch Provinces as had been torn 
from the Kingdom of Poland, it is notoriouſſy known, 
that Saxony does not border upon Livonia, nor has the 
Duke of Saxony that Power in the Poliſh Republick, 
to lead his Army through the — Provinces, to 
make War upon her Friends and Confederates. But 
* why did the Republick help him to keep and main- 
* tain an Army in the Heart of the Kingdom; and from 
* thence- not only ro make Incurſions upon her Neigh- 
* bours, and to return from thence into ſafe Shelter 
with his Booty ? If it be objected, that the Orders of 
Poland could nor prevent it, they muſt alſo acknow- 
* ledge that Government to be diffolv'd, where every 
body has a Licenſe ro do what Miſchief he pleaſes. 
This will never fufficiently excuſe them, or bring a 
Neceſſity upon other People of ſwallowing unte- 
veng d 2 which in abuſing the Lenity of 
the Republick they have committed.

The Mediation which the Republick offers, would 
be very grateful to his Swediſh Royal Majeſty ; but 
here again, the States of the Kingdom cannot but 
* underſtand, out of their great Prudence, that no 
* ſmall Difficulties will ariſe, ſo long as the King of 
Poland is always preſent at their Conſultations and 
Debates, and has ſo great Authority among them.

Firſt, © That after he had got Intelligence of the 
© Enemy's Ships being daily expected, he did ſtand off 
ſo far from Land as Ten Leagues, or more, on the 
27th of May in the Evening, and did tack too late 
* at Four in the Morning following, by which Means 
the Enemy's Ships paſt by his Squadron. 


- The Court having ſtrictly inſpected and examined 
the Journals of the Commanders, and other Officers 
of that Squadron, it — to them by the general 
Computation, that they were about Three Leagues 
off the Land of Cape Prior at Night, when they ſtood 


off. At about Seven in the Morning they tack'd and 


ſtood in; and in Conſideration of its being hazy 
Weather, and no anchoring on that Coaſt; and that 
Cape Ortingal, the Station they were making for, was 
a proper place for intercepting the Enemy, as alſo 
Sir John's having order'd his Scputs in a proper Sta- 
tion for giving him Notice of the Enemy's appearing.

At the ſame time, 
the King of Sweden cauſed the belt part of his Army to 
paſs the Yifula, and march'd directly! in Three 
Columns for Cracow, reſolved to decide the Queſtion 
between him and the King of Poland by the Point of 
the Sword. Upon the 26th of June he ſet forward 
himſelf and the reſt of the Army, and continued his 
March the following Days for the ſame City. 

On the other ſide, the King of Poland, lying at Ga- 
cow, took all neceſſary Meaſures to fight the Enemy 
with the beſt Advantage. He ſent an Expreſs to ha- 
ſen the March of the Saxon Forces, and as they ar- 
nved, he muſter'd them, and fecommended his In- 
tereſts to their Valour. He alſo Save Orders for tlie 
8000 Men which he had promiſed the Emperor, to 
be ſent to him with all Speed, judging, that conſidering 
the Poſture of his Affairs, the greatelt Obligation that 
lay upon him, was to look after himſelf. He alſo diſ- 
patch'd away his Univerſals a Third time, with Com- 
mand to the Nobility, upon Pain of Death and Con- 
fiſcation of Eftates, to mount their Horſes, and fol- 
low him. He alſo gave the ſame Commands to the 
Crown- Army, offering to pay them down half a Year's 
Arrears in ready Money, and in a little time to pay 
them all that was due to them. By theſe and ſeveral 
other Means, in a few Days, he put all Poland into ex. 
traordinary Motion. The Nobility of the Palatine of

rr of the wounded amounts to 800. The Loſs of 
te Enemy is computed to be above 3000. We have 
taken 2000 Priſoners, with a 7 Number of 
Women and Children, 46 Pieces of Cannon, all ve- 
y lovely Guns, which the Enemy was forced to 
quit, with a great quantity of Powder, and other 
Warlike Ammunition. All the Priſoners agreed, that 
the Saxon were about 16000,and the Polanders 60090 z 
when we could hardly make up 10000 Men, weary 
with a long March and ſcarcity of Victuals. The 
Combat whale it laſted, was extreamly obſtinate, and 
the Ardour of the Soldiers was ſo extraordinary, that

To compeniate this Lois in ſome meaſure, and that 
GY V the Swedes might not always triumph, and be thought 
invincible, News came that the Maſcovitet, as being 
tlie Pole's Confederates, having now with a numeroug 
Army ente1'd their Country of Livonia : This was no 
ſooner underſtood by the Swediſh General Schlippenbach, 
The Bat. but he detachd 300 Men to obſerve the Enemy, who 
lee en- upon the 18th, in the Morning, met with a Body of a 
ar "a S* Thouſand Muſcovites, which they attack'd, and drove 
'- x8, to the Body of their Army. But the Swediſh Cavalry 
being ſarpriz'd at the Sight of ſach a numerous Hoſt, 
durſt not make any long ſtay, but retreated in great 
confuſion; ſo that being purſued by the Enemy, the 
Swedes loſt Major 13 ſome other Officers, who 
were ſlain. The Major-General being infotm'd of 
what had happen'd, rode himfelf to view the Ene- 
mies Army, and prefently perceiving they had a De- 
ſign to environ his ſmall Body, he judg d it conveni- 
ent, bythe Advice of a Council of War, to croſs the 
River of Embact, to prevent their Deſign, which was 
5 done in view of the Enemy, and in very good Or- 
der, over To Bridges that were broken fo ſoon as 
the Swedes were over. But the River being then very 
low, and the Enemy making uſe of ſeveral Pontons 
to waft over their Artillery, *twas impoſſible to pre- 
vent their paſſing with the reſt of their Army : So that 
General Schlippenbach, finding that a great Number of 
the Enemy were already got on his ſide, could not dil- 
pence with coming to à Battle. All the Advantage at 
the beginning was on the Swedes ſide, they beat the 
Enemy at firſt, purſued them above a German Mile, 
took from 'em Six Pieces of Cannon, part of then 
Baggage, and ſome Colours; and at length preſs d {0 
hard apon em, that they threw themſelves into the 
River; but the reſt of their Army, aſhamed to fee their 
Fellows flie, and mad to be beaten by ſuch a ſmall 
Number of Men, faced About of a ſuddain, and put 
the Finland Cavalry into ſuch Diſorder, that they fel 
foul upon the Infantry, and betook themſelves 10 
flight, without any poſſibility of being rally d. S 
that the Swediſh Artillery, as well as that which they 
had taken, fell into the Enemies Power, and their In- 
fantry, after a ſtout Reſiſtance was almoſt cut in Pieces. 
This Action began at Six in the Morning, and * 
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for Ten Hours together. The Szediſh General would Jah. 
fin have tally'd them again, and poſted em at Hel- 
ner; but finding it impoſſible to ſtop the Horſe that 
were fled and diſperſed : and being no longer able to 
ſand his Ground with the Remains of his {mall Body, 
he was conſtrain d to retreat to Pernau. : 

Upon this Occaſion the Swedes lolt 7 Captains, 30 
Lieutenants or Enſigus, 25 Subalterns, 37 Drums, and 
1916 common Soldiers. We have no certain Account 
of the Loſs of the MAuſcovites, but the ſad Conſequence 
of this Victory was their putting all Zivonia to Fire 
and Sword; which they have done in a molt cruel 
Manner, till within ſome Leagues of Riga. 

If from Livonia we ſhould make a Journey to the 
Court of Vienna in Germany, we (hall there be enter- 
tained with ſome News from Turi; particularly, with 
the Audience given to Sir Robert Sutton, the Engliſh gig l.

The 
Steward of the Houſhold , at the Head of 34 Lac- 
queys, 12 in long Scarlet Habits, lined with Sattin, 
and 24 clad after the French Mode, in Coats laid with 
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a broad Gold- Lace, intermix d with a little blue and 
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white Silk. Officers of the Houſhold richly habited | 
Ia Franca, as alſo Four Pages on Horſeback, clad with 
red Liveries, laced with Silver-Lace. Interpreters and 
Children of the Language. The Chiauſlar Emini, Chi. 
auſiar Chiatibi and Soubacha. The Chiaux Bacha, en- 
vuon'd with a great Number of his Domeſtick Ser. 
vants on Foot, The Ambaflador himſelf, mounted 
upon a beautiful Arabian Horſe, whoſe Harneſs wa 
covered with precious Stones, attended by Four Hey- 
dukes and Four Grooms. The Secretary carry'd ths 
King's Letter, and a great Number of Engliſh Mer. 
chants finely mounted. |

fuſion among the Troops, through the Loſs of a great 
Number of Officers, the Duke of Yendoſme rally'd em 
in, and ſuſtain d the Enemies Fire, till Night part- 
the Combatants, after, a Fight for Three long, 
Hours. They who were preſent in the Actions o 
Nerewinden and Steenkirk, ſay, that the Firing was no- 
thing near ſo fufious and violent as in this Conflict; 
The Fight being over, both ſides entrenched, and as 
ſoon as Day appear'd, they play'd again with their 
Cannon upon one another, We know not the Num- 
ber of the Dead and Wounded.

That 
the ſame Night the Duke march'd along the Bay of 
Redondello, being well lighted in his March by the 
French and _— Ships, that were blowing up and 
burning all the while, and ſtaid there for ſome time. 
The French threw a great Quantity of Plate into the 
Sea, and what they got aſhore in a Hurry, the Coun- 
try People came and convey'd away. The Land 
Forces under the Duke, had no leſs than 6000 Spa- 
niards in their Rear at Vigo, and 8000 to encounter in 
Front; yet though the Engliſb were not altogether 
5090 Strong, their Enemies durſt not look them in 
the Face, but ran away before them, unleſs it were 
thoſe that made ſome Reſiſtance in the Fort. | 

As for the Strength of the Place, the Streight- of the 
Frith leading into the Harbour was not above one 


and Twelve Iron Guns on the North fide, and on the 
South fide a Platform, with Twenty Stately Braſs 
Guns, with the Arms of the King of France, and 
Count of Tholouſe, and Twenty good Iron Guns, be- 
ſides a Stone Fort, with a Trench before it, mounted 
with Ten Guns, defended by 30 Men. There was, 
moreover, from one fide of the Harbour to the other, 
a Strong Boom, of the. Yards and Top-Maſts of 
Ships, faſten d together with a I hree Inch Rope, very 
thick, and under-run with Hawſers and Cables. The 
Top-Chain at each End was moor'd to a Ship of 70 
Guns. Within the Boom, Five Ships, Men of War, 
of 60 or 70 Guns each; were ſo moor'd, with their 
Broadſides fronting the Entrance of the Strei ht, that 
they might Fire at any Ships that came near the Boom 
and Platforms. - . 

As for the Booty got at this Glorious Action, it muſt 
needs be very great, though the Paris Gazette made 
it very little, and would have all the Silver to have

pointment ſunk his Spirits, the ſame Sedateneſs and 
Compoſedneſs being ever diſcernible in him: When 
therefore he was forced to retire with conſiderable Loſs 
at the Battle of Landen, he ſaid to a certain Prince, 
who was blaming this and the other Party, for not 
doing their Duty : Forbear, this is the Will of God, and 
what we call the Fortune of War \, nor is it any thing extra- 
ordinary for a greater Army to conquer @ ſmall one, but I 
am not eaſily beat It was ever the Fortune of my Great 
Grandfather, to grow by Loſſes and Diſappoim ments; aud 
Jo it has been with my ſelf ; and you ſhall ſoon ſee me at ihe 
Head of a better Army than before. | 
This Prince, without any Flattery, was endowed 
with all thoſe Qualities, which have rendred the 
Great Ones of the World famous; poſſeſſing Prudence 
and Courage in an equal and the higheſt Degree: 
His Vertues were ſolid, and all of a piece, fo that it 
could not well be diſcern'd, to which, in reſpect to 
his Knowledge in Civil and Military Affairs, the Prize 
was to be given ; but he having been almoſt all his 
Life-time in the continual Exerciſe of Arms, this might 
rather incline us to give the Latter the Preference, as 
being what he moſtly took delight in.

He ever hated Detraction, and prized Vertue where- 
ever he ſaw it, though in his worſt Enemy: He com- 
mended Cromwell tor a youre Soldier, without reflecting 
upon him in other Reſpects; and when one thought 
to pleaſe him by reflecting on the preſent French Kin 
Lewis XIV. as a ridiculous Prince; To have an 072 
Miſtreſs, and 4 Toung Secretary : He Anſwer'd, That be 
thought both theſe greatned him; for, the firſt ſhew'd his 
Conſtancy, and the other his Ability, ſince be needed no 
Secretary bus for Form ſake, 

He had much Dexterity to penetrate into the 
Thoughts and Intereſts of Men, and to incline them 
to his Ends : He uſually wrote his own Letters to Fo- 
reign Princes and his Confederates 3 and there was fo 
much Deference had by all, even the Greateſt of them, 
to his Schemes and Projections, that they were recei- 
ved as Oraculous by them; ſuch an Opinion they had 
of his Wiſdom, and ſo unalterable they had ex 
rienced his Faith ; from all which, he might be julliy 
— the Arbiter of Europe, both as to Peace and 
War. | 

He was, while Prince of Orange, eſteem'd to be 
Thrifty, and a good Husband of his Revenue; but 
whether ſince he became King of 2 either the 
Conſideration of his being likely to have no Iſſue, of 
procuring as many Friends as he could in his new ac- 
quired Dominions, or of rewarding Merit, made him 
beſtow frequent and large Donatives; his Conduct 
upon this Account did not paſs without ſome Reflecti- 
ons upon it in his Liſe-time; and, I doubt, will hard- 
ly in — Hiſtory be ſoften'd by the Name of Raya:

T HE ttth of July Admiral Bembo failed from be- The Fight 
fore Port Royal with Her Majeſty's Ship the Breda, between

him, that Monſieur Du Caſs was expected at Leogann

nil, when he took a ſmall Sloop near Cape Ta- 
erone.

On the 24th, by Accident, the Strombolo Tire-ſhip's 
Gun-Room blew up, and broke ſeveral of : . Beams, 
ſhatter'd her Bulk-heads, and diſabled her ſo far, that 


the Admiral was obliged to ſend the Pendennis with her

The zyth, the Admiral came into the Gulph of 
Leogann, and not far from the Town he faw ſeveral 
Ships at Anchor, and one under Sail, who ſent her 
Boat to diſcover, but coming too near, ſhe was taken, 
by whom the Admiral was inform'd, that there were 
5 or 6 Merchant-Ships at Leogann, and that the Shi 
which they belong'd to was a King's Ship, and coul 
carry Fifty Guns, but now had but Thirty mounted; 
whereupon the Admiral purſued her, and preſs d her ſo 
hard, that the Captain ſeeing no Poiſibility of eſca- 
ping, ran the Ship aſhore, and blew her up. 

The 28th, in the Morning, the Admiral came be- 
fore the Town of Leogann, where thete was but one 
Ship of about Eighteen Guns, which was hall'd a- 
ſhore under their Fortiftcations, being a Battery of a- 
bout Twelve Guns, which could not preſerve her from 
being burnt; the reſt fail'd from thence before Day, 
in order to ſecure themſelves in an Harbour which 1s

called the Cul, but ſome 7 our Ships lying between 
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on 
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them and that Port, took Three of them, and ſunk 
another which had Sixteen Guns; of the other Three 
brought away, one had Sixteen Guns, another 31 

and the Third a Brigantine, carrying Six Guns: Theſe 
Ships had on Board ſome Wine, Brandy, and a ſmall 
Quantity of Sugar. 

The 29th, the Admiral came before Petit Ganvee, 
where he found no Ships, but ſaw 3 or 4 in the Cul, a 
Harbour much within the Land, and well fortify'd by 
Nature and Art; fo that the Admiral thought it not 
adviſeable to run any Riſque there, unleſs the French 


Ships had been of more Value. 


The Admiral having continned in this Bay till the 
2d of Auguſt, (during which Time he fatigued the In- 
habitants with Marches from one Place to another, 
while they were under the Apprehenſion of a Deſcent) 
{ail'd then to Cape Donna Maria, furniſhed with a pod 
Bay and Water, where he arriv'd the 5th, and re- 
ceived Advice, that Monſieur Du Caſs was gone to 
C:rthagena, and from thence to Porto Bello, he reſolved 
to follow with Her Majeſty's Ships the Breda, Defiance, 
Ruby, Greenwich, Falmouth and Windſor, 

The Admiral ſail'd accordingly on the roth of 
Auguſt, and ſtretched over toward the Coaſt of Sta. 
A1zrtha, near which Place, on the 19th in the Morn- 
ing, he {py'd Ten {ail to the Weſtward, little Wind 
at Eaſt; about Noon the Wind came out of the Sea, 
then we could lie with them, and ſoon perceiv'd 
them to be French Men: Some of our Ships being 
Three or Four Miles Eaſtern, the Admiral made the 
Signal for Battle, and went with an eaſie Sail, that 
the others might come up, and ſteer'd with the French, 
who ſteer' d to the Weſtward along the Shore, under 
their Two Topfails: There was of them Four ſturdy 
Ships, from 66 to 70 Guns, One great Dutch built 
Ship of Thirty or Forty Guns, and one ſmall Ship 
fall of Soldiers, tlie reſt were a Sloop, and Three 
{mall Ships. The Admiral had diſpoſed the Line 0: 
Battle as follows, viz, The Defiance, Pendennis, Wind- 
for, Breda, Greenrich, Ruby and Falmouth, and being 
nneaſie to fee onr Ships ſo long a coming up, and in 
Diſorder, and obſerving that the Defance and Winafor 
did not make any Haſte to come into their Station, he 
ſent to them to make more Sail; the Night nee?

ing, the Admiral ſteer'd along, fide of the Enemy, 
and endeavour'd to near them, being to Windward, 
and ſteering large, but not with a Deſign to attack 
them before the Defiance was a-breaſt of the headmoſt 
Ship; but before this was done, the Fulmoutb in Rear 
attack'd the Flemiſh Ship, the Windſor the Ship a-breaſt 
of her, as alſo did the Defiance © Soon after the Admi- 
ral was obliged to do the ſame, having received the 
Fire of the French Ship a-breaſt of him + The Defiance 
and Windſor, after ghey had receiv'd 2 or 3 Broad- 
ſides from the EnenftF, luft out of the Line out of Gun- 
ſhot. The Two ſternmoſt Ships of the French lay up- 
on the Admiral, which very much galled his Ship, 
the Ships 'in the Rear not coming up as they ought : 
It was Four a Clock when they begun, and continued 
till it was dark, keeping them Company all Night, 
ſtecring to the Weſtward : the Admiral believing, that 

if he led himſelf on all Tacks, (perceiving the French 
would decline Fighting if they could) that thoſe Cap- 
tains, for Shame, would not fail to follow a good Ex- 
ample, he order'd the following Line of Battle; Breda, 
Vice Admiral Bembo and Captain Fogg ;, Defiance, Rich. 
Kirby ; Windſor, John Conftable , Greenwich, Corper 
Wade; Ruby, George Walton; Pendennis, Thomas Hudſon ; 
Falmouth, Samuel Vincent. | 

The 20th, at Day-light in the Morning, the Admiral 
was near the Enemy; but the other Ships (except the 
Ruby alone, which was up with him) were 3, 4and 5 
Miles a- ſtern : It prov'd little Wind; the Admiral was 
within Gun-ſhot of the Enemy, who were ſo civil as 
not to Fire: At Two in the Afternoon, the Sea- Brerze 
coming up, the Enemy got into a Line, making what 
Sail they could; the other Ships not coming up, the 
Breda, with the Ruby, -ply'd their Chaſe Guns on them 
till Night; then they left off, but kept them Compa- 
ny all Night, 

The 21ſt, at Day light in the —_— the Admi- 
ral being. on the Quarter of the ſecond Ship of the 
Enemy's, and within Point blank Shot, the Ruby being 
a head of him, the French Ship fired at the Ruby, which 
the Ruby return'd ; the Two French Ships which were 
a-head fell off, being lit!le Wind, brought their Guns 
to. bear on the Ruby, the Breda brougat her mm to 
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bear on the French Ship which firſt begun, and ſhat- 
ter'd her very much* which obliged him to row from 
them; but the Ruby was likewiſe ſo much ſhatter'd in 


her Maſts, Sails and Rigging, that the Admiral was 


obliged to lie by her, and ſend Boats to Tow her off. 
This Action held almoſt Two Hours, during which, 
the Rear-Shipof the Enemy's was a-breaſt of the De- 
fiance and Windſor, who never fired one Gun, though 
within Point blank, At Eight a Clock in the Morn- 
ing, a Gale of Wind ſpringing upgthe Enemy made 
what Sail they could, and the Amira chaſed them 
in Hopes to come up with them; being then x-breaſt 
of the River Grandy. At Two in the Afternoon, the 
Admiral got a-breaſt of Two of the ſternmoſt of the 
Enemy's Ships, and in hopes to diſable them in their 
Maſts and Rigging, he began to fire on them, as did 
ſome of the Ships a-ſtern, bat lying a- breaſt of them, 
they pointed wholly at him, which galled his Ship 
much in her Rigging, and diſmounted 2 or; of the 
lower Tier Guns: This held about Two Hours: They 
got without Shot, the Admiral making what Way he 
could after them, but they uſed all the Shifts poiſible 
they could to evade Fighting, 

The 22d, at Day-light in the Morning, the Green - 
wich was about Five Leagues a-ſtern, though the Sig · 
nal for Line of Battle was never ſtruck Night nor 
Day, the reſt of the Ships indifferently near, (except 
the Ruby) the Enemy aboat a Mile and half a-head. 
At Three in the afternoon the Wind came to the 
Southward, which before was Eaſterly: This gave 
tne Enemy the Weather-Gage; but in Tacking, the 
Admiral fetch'd within Gun ſhot of the ſteramoft of 
them (firing at each other) but the Line being much 
our of Order, and ſome of the Ships Three Miles a- 
jrern, nothing more could be done. That Night the 
Enemy was very uneaſie, altering their Courles very 
often between the Weſt and North. 

The 23d, about Break of Day, the Enemy was a- 
bout Six Miles a-hreaſt of them; and the Great 
Dutch Ship ſeparated from the Enemy out of Sight : 
dome of the Squadron at that Time, were more than 
Four Miles a-ſtern (viz. the Defiance and Mind ſor.) 
At Ten a Clock, the Enemy tack'd, the Wind then 
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at E. N. E. but variable; the Admiral fetch'd within 


Point. blank Shot of Two of them, paſſing Broad- ſides 


at each other: Soon after he tack'd, and purſued them 
what he could. About Noon they took from the Ene- 
my a ſmall Engliſh Ship, called the Ann Galley, which 
they had taken off of Lizbgn. The Ruby being diſabled, 
the Admiral order'd her for Port-Royal. At Eight that 
Evening, the Engliſh Squadron was about Two Miles 
Diſtance from the Enemy, they ſteering S. E. and very 
little Wind; then at N. W. and variable; the Admi- 
ral ſteering after them, and all his Ships (except the 
Falmouth) falling much a- ſtern: At Twelve the Enemy 
began to ſeparate. 

The 24th, at Two in the Morning, they came up 
within Call of the ſternmoſt, it being very little Wind, 
ty: Admiral fired a Broadſide with Double and Round 
alow, and Round and Partridge aloft, which ſhe re- 
turn'd ; At Three a Clock, by a Chain-Shot, the Ad- 
mizal's Right Leg was broke to Pieces, and he was 
carried down, but preſently ordered his Cradle on 
the Quarter Deck, and continued the Fight till Day, 
when appear'd the Ruins of a Ship of about 70 Guns, 
her Mainyard down, and ſhot to Pieces, her Fore top- 
ſail-yard ſhot away, her Mizen-Maſt ſhot by the Board, 
all her Rigging gone, and her Sides bored to Pieres, 
with our double headed ſhot > the Fal mouth aiſiſted in 


this. Matter very much, and no other Ship : Soon af-- 


ter Day, the Admiral {aw the other part of the Ene- 
my coming towards him with a ſtrong Gale of Wind 
Eaſterly; at the ſame time the Windſor, Pendennis and 
Greenwich, à head of the Enemy, came to Leeward of 
the diſabled Ship, fired their Broadſides, paſs'd her, 
and ſtood to the Southward : Then the Defiance fol- 
lowing them, came alſo to Leeward of the diſabled 
Ship, and fired part of her Broadſide; the diſabled 
Ship did not fire above Twenty Guns at the Defiancs 
before ſhe put her Helm a weather, and run away 
right before the Wind, lower'd both her Top fails, 


and ran to Leeward of the Falmouth, (which was then - 


a Gun Shot to Leeward of the Admiral, knotting her 
Rigging) without any Regard to the Signal of Battle. 
The Enemy ſeeing the other Two Ships ſtand to the 
Southward, expected they would have tack'd, and 
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ſtood with them, they brought to with their Heads to 
the Northward; but ſeeing theſe Ships did not tack, 
bore down upon the Admiral, and ran between the 
diſabled Ship and him, firing all they had, in which 
they ſhot the Main topſail yard, and ſhatter'd the Rig. 
ging much, none of the other Ships being near him, 
nor taking any Notice of the Battle Signal, the Cap- 
tain of the Breda thereupon fired Two Guns at thoſe 
Ships a-head, in order to put them in mind of their 
Duty. The French ſeeing this great Diſorder, brought 
to, and 4 by their own diſabled Ship, remann'd her, 
and touk herina Tow; the Breda's Rigging being 
much ſhatter'd, ſhe lay by till Ten a Olock, and be- 
ing then refitted, the Admiral ordered the Captain to 
—— the Enemy, who was then above Three Mizes 
Diſtance, and to Leeward, having the diſabled Ship 
in a Tow ſteering N. E. the Wind at S. S. W. The 
Admiral, in the mean time, made all the Sail after 
them he could, and the Battle Signal was always out; 
but the Enemy taking Encouragement from the Beha- 
viour of ſome of the Captains, the Admiral ordered 
Cap. Fogg. to ſend to the Captains to keep their Line, 
and behave themſelves like Men; which he did: 
Whereupon Capt. Kirby came on Board the Admiral, 
and preſſed him very earneſtly to deſiſt from any fur- 
ther Engagement, which made the Admiral deſirous to 
know the Opinion of the other Captains, accordingly 
he ordered Captain Fogg to make a Signal for all the 
other Captains to come on Board, which they did, and 
molt of them concurr'd with Captain Kirby in his Opi- 
nion 3 whereupon the Admiral perceiving that they 
had no mind to fight, and being not able to prevail 
with them to come to ſome other Reſolution, though 
all they ſaid was erroneons, he thought it not fit to 
venture any further. At this Time the Admiral was 
a Broadſide off the Enemy, and had a fair Opportuni- 
ty of fighting them, the Maſts, and Yards in a good 
Condition, and few Men killed, except thoſe on Board 
the Breda. : |; 
On the 6th of Oſtober, Admiral Bembo iſſued a Com- 
miſlion to Rear-Admiral Whetſtone, and ſome Captains, 
to hold a Court Marſhal for the Tryal of the following

Who were accuſed of Cowardize, Breach of Orders, and 
Neglect of Duty, in the Fight that Admiral Bembo had for 
Six Days off the Coaſt of Carthagena, with M. Du Caſs, who 
commanded Four Ships of War trom 66 to 70 Guns: Admi- 
ral Bembo's Squadron conſiſting of 7 Ships of War, but thoſe 
Four Captains by their Behaviour gave M. Du Caſs the Means 
of eſcaping : Of the other Three, the Breda carried 70 Guns, 
but the Ruby and Falmouth 48 each. | 

The Court- Marſhal began the 8th of the ſame Month; and 
held Four Days; Captain Kirby was brcuglit to his Tryal, 
and the Crimes above-ment1on'd charged cn him, being pro- 
ved by the Oaths of the Admiral, Ten Commiſtion-Officers, 
Eleven Warrant and Inferiour Officers (and more would have 
done the ſame (if r: quired) he was ſentenced tc be ſhot tn 
Death, bur the Execution thereof reſpited till Her Majclly's 
Pleaſure be known, : 

Captain Conſtable was cleared by his own Olhcers and Me 
ol Cowardize, but the other Crimes being proved again 
him, he ſtands Caſhier'd, by the Sentence given frum Her 
Maj: ſty's Service, with Impriſonment during Her Pleaſure, 

Captain Wade was the next Man try' , the Crimes above- 
mention'd charged on him were prov'd by Sixteen Commiſſion 
and Warrant Officers of his own Ship, and by ſeveral others, 
u heteupon the ſame Sentence was given againſt him as 
againſt Capt. Kirby. i 

Capt. H«dſoz, Commander of the Pendennis, died ſome 
Days before the Tryal. 

Then cime on the Tryal of Captain Vincent, Commander 
of the Falmouth, and Captain Fogg, Ciptaiu of the Admiral“ 
Ship the Breda, for Signing a Paper with Captain Kirby and 
the reſt, againſt engaging the French, when there was ſo fair 
an Opportunity, with Probability of Succels ; but upon 
their alledging in their own Juſtification, that they did ic 
only becauſ: they were perſwaded, conſidering the Cow- 
ardiy Behaviour of thoſe Captains, that upon another En- 
gagement thoſe Captains would wholly deſert and leave the 
Admiral in the Breda, and the Falmouth a —_ to the French ; 
and upon the Character given by the Admiral and others, of 
facir great Courage and Gallant Behaviour inthe Bitt le, the 
Court thought fit only to ſuſpend them from their Employ- 
ment in Her Majzſty's Service 3 but withal, that this Sul pen- 
ſion ſhall not commence till his Royal Highneſs's Pleaſure
